Inspector Rickets, of the Chinese Bureau, 
returned from his trip to the vicinity of 
M arysville this morning, and reports the 
cases of the Chinam en landed as “m er­ 
chants” from the steam er Arabic when that 
vessel came into port, and which he has 
been investigating, most glaring frauds. 
Mr. Rickets will probably commence to 
take the statem ent of the detained passen­ 
gers on the City of Sydney to-morrow.

Mr. Denicke replied by stating that his 
first nam e was Martin, and that he had in­ 
troduced him self to Mr. Parker as such in 
order to ascertain som ething about his 
m ethods cf growing and curing figs. 
Mr. Parker, pale and trem bling with 
em otion, arose 
and 
stated 
that when 
D enicke came to his place he introduced 
him self as F. F. M artin, a tobacconist of 
San Francisco, and said he was thinking 
about going into the fruit industry. 
He 
showed Mr. M artin his tigs and told him 
the process by which they were cured. On 
leaving his place, Mr. M artin ordered two 
fig trees sent to the address of F. F. Mar­ 
tin.

in pruDes, raisins, figs, olives a n d olive oil. 
1 he sucotss o f this enterprise is of the greatest 
im portance to the State and nation. 
T h at the spread of seale insects from foreign 
countries iu C alifornia threatens the continued 
successful planting of fru ittrees subject to th eir 
ravages. 
Parasites have beeu found in foreign 
countries, especially A ustralia, th a t live upon 
an d destroy the seale. 
Y our m em orialists, therefore, especially and 
earnestly request an appropriation th a t w ill 
e n ab le the D epartm ent of A griculture to im ­ 
p o rt into th is couutiv parasites for scale insects.

Telegrams from Grande to-night give an­ 
other case of frefzing, tbat of Joe Martin, a 
cowboy, who was employed with others in 
bolding a herd of cattle near that point. 
H is horse Eave out with him , leaving him 
on the prairie eight miles from the nearest 
house. T his he endeavored to reach, but 
was overpowered and frozen alter walking 
only a short distance. 
H e belonged in 
Raton, N. M. 
T he depth of snow cannot be correctly 
estimated. 
A snow-plow pushed by four engines was 
stopped by drifts and only after eight hours' 
shoveling’ was released. The train men re­ 
port much difficulty experienced in the dif­ 
ferent cuts, which in some cases were com­ 
pletely filled with dead cattle and sbeep. 
The loss to both is tremendous. Old 
cowmen say tbat with the present depth of 
snow stock will be unable to live for any 
length cf time, and unless the cold weather 
moderates, and the crnst which has formed 
on the snow is loosened, tbe m ortality 
am ong cattle will be great. 
Among the stockmen who lose heavily 
are Carlisle Bros . of Durango, who turned 
loose 1,000 head, together w ith 43 horses, 
and the three Pecos River companies, with 
2,300 steers. Many of the horses were found 
frozen. 
Several cowboys, who drifted off with the 
herds, have not been heard from, and the 
rescuing parties that are lookiug for them 
will return to-morrow.

Johansen, of Tacoma, is building a small 
sail-boat which he proposes to sail around 
the H orn to London and then return to 
this country, and exhibit the boat at the 
W orld’s Fair. Tbe boat will be twenty 
feet long, and is bnilt of native fir, cedar 
and oak, and is a model of strength for so 
sm all a ship. Captain Johansen has in­ 
vented a drag which will be thrown out in 
daneeious storm s, and it is claimed tbat by 
this means the m ost terrific hurricane can 
be w eathered by the little craft. 
A nother invention of the Captain's which 
will be used is a pstent m ast aud sail ar­ 
rangem ent, by which in case of a sudden 
squail the sail can he imm ediately short­ 
ened to any desired extent, or both masts 
and satis can be taken in entirely, leaving 
only the bare hull to drift before the storm, 
protected by the patent drag. 
Tbe boat 
will also be equipped with a patent switch, 
invented by Captain Johansen, by which the 
boat can be righted, even though it be cap­ 
sized and turned bottom np. 
The boat is 
nam ed the Tacoma, which will be painted 
on her sails, after the style of the nnm ber 
on the pilot boat.

C h ic a g o, November 8th.—The sixteenth 
annual Convention of the National W o­ 
m an’s Christian Temperance Union met 
here this morning, with four or five hu n ­ 
dred delegates present from all parts of the 
country. 
The m orning session was de­ 
voted to the reading of the Scriptures and 
prayer. 
The afternoon session was devoted to 
business of the Union, the usual commit 
tees being appointed and reports from the 
Executive Committee, Treasurer aud other 
officers were read. 
Miss Frances E. W illard, President of the 
Society, delivered her annual address to­ 
night. 
In beginning, she said patriotism 
bad always been part of her religion, and 
continued: 
“ You are in Chicago. The 
Cronin m urder trial is in full blast. Tbe 
national flag was hissed and the red flag ol 
the Commune applauded not tar from here 
but a few days ago. Tbe experiment of a 
free government in our lurge towns arid 
cities is a failure loudly confessed by tbe 
men themselves, and the reasons for this 
m onum ental catastrophe are not m ysteri­ 
ous. 
America has become tbe dumping- 
giound for European cities. Im m igration 
has steadily deteriorated in proportion as 
its quantity has grown, and to-day we have 
a hundred thousand Anarchists am ong us. 
The m ultiplication of the conventions are 
enormous, the accumulation of capital, 
corporate combinations, and the oc'opua 
grip of trusts render our wage workers un­ 
easy. 
Note the sullen look of the grimy 
faces in tbe m ine and tbe manufactory and 
on the streets. Read the labor organs of 
the day and see if well-to-do Americans 
are not asleep on the edge of a volcano.” 
Turning to politics, Miss W illard said: 
“ Let it never be forgotten that we who are 
here represent a national movement, and 
that it is our special prerogative to note the 
political signs of promise along the na­ 
tional horizon. 
Y onder we see two great 
old warships battering each other on the 
high seas of a Presidential campaign. 
We 
see that ‘ high tariff’ and * free trade ’ and 
the ‘spoils of office,’ glittering prizes of 
personal am bition, engage them altogether, 
while into view comes the gleaming sail 
that tells us she is launched on a wave, the 
‘good ship prohibition,’ the wave of h u ­ 
m anity, boundless and free. 
Are we afraid 
to send our blessings out after tbat ship 
across the storm y water, or to ask heaven s 
blessings on brave men who died? Us 
destiny m ay ‘sink or swim, live or die. 
survive or perish,’ we have sounded forta 
the trum pet that shall never call retreat." 
Miss W illard recommended tbat they 
ask Congress to pass an am endm ent to the 
inters*ate law prohibiting the bringing of 
alcoholic liquors into prohibition States, 
and one forbidding the m anufacture of 
cigarettes, and one against sm oking in 
waiting-rooms and poatoffh-es. 
She said the ¡banks of the Convention 
were due to President Harrison for direct­ 
ing that no liquor be sold on tbe Govern­ 
m ent reservation in W ashington : to Secre­ 
tary W anamaker, forliis pronounced decla­ 
rations in favor of prohibition and Sabbath 
observance, and added: 
“ Our 
protest 
should be sent to Vice-President Morton 
for perm itting a saloon under his new 
hotel. 
It was well known ¡h it the Vice­ 
President was an enem y of prohibition, but 
tbat be would thus outrage public senti­ 
ment by personal alliance with the liquor 
traffic no one would believe but for the in­ 
dubitable proof.” 
In conclusion Miss W illard paid an elo­ 
quent tribute to the m em ory of the late 
Sirs. Hayes, and referring to the prom i­ 
nence of that lady and the ex President 
in 
tbe 
temperance 
movement, 
s a id : 
“ Total abstainers never bad suchstandard- 
bearers as tbis noble pair.” 
Brief addresses were made by General 
Neal Dow, Mother Stewart of Ohio. Mrs. 
Jnilge Foster, President of the W. C. T. U. 
in tañ ad a and Miss M innie Phelps of To­ 
ronto. 
Mrs. Caroline B. Buell, the Correspond­ 
ing Secretary of the society, read an exten­ 
sive review of its work in the past twelve 
m onths. 
"This has been a year made 
mem orable by defeats,” added Mrs. Buell. 
“ First New H am pshire refused to m ake a 
perm anent prohibitory law. 
Massachu­ 
setts then followed, and by a m ajority of 
46,626 stepped down from the lof y pinna­ 
cle of reform and gave herself over in 
passive obedience to the liquor traffic, and 
our hopes, if we had any, centered on 
Pennsylvania, only to be met by defeat, 
and Rhode Island—Brave little Rhody— 
where the W. C. T. U. bad left no stone un­ 
turned, and had found no task too hard, 
was stabbed in tbe hom e of her friends, 
and Connecticut, with all her ancient tra­ 
ditions, her religious history, was given 
over to the powers of darkness by a tre 
m eodous m ajority of 27 595. But if the 
lessons these defeats should teach 
are 
learned, then will they no longer be de­ 
feats, but glorious victories. Of course, 
there are conditions to be obtained. Con­ 
gress m ust be metamorphosed and State 
Legislatures changed, and this seems well 
nigh impossible, but victory is half trained, 
when after following a wrong m ethod for 
year3, we cut entirely loose from them and 
m ake straight for the point desired.”

W illiam Nieman, who, at the tim e of 
the murder, kt-pt a saloon near the Carlson 
cottage, testified tbat O'Sullivan entered 
tbe saloon between 10 and 11 o’clock on 
the night of the m urder, accompanied by 
two men. According to his best judgment 
he thought Coughlin one o f tbe m en. 
He 
thought tbe third man was Kuuze. Tbey 
talked together in an undertone w ith their 
hands to their faces. 
The first witness this sfterncon was A n­ 
drew J. Monatt, a printer who works 
for Mr. StauloD, tbe man wno printed tbe 
business cards for O ¿allivan, one of which 
was used to decoy Dr. Cronin to his death, 
and be identified thecard heretofore placed 
iu evidence. On April 27th O’Sullivan 
called before all of the cards were priDled 
aud took some of them away with him. 
He also left instructions to give the rest to 
one of bis men if he should call. 
Policeman Huefig, the desk sergeant at 
the East Cbicugo Avenue Station where 
Detective Coughiin was stationed previous 
to his arrest in connection with the case, 
testified that in the íaontü of April he re­ 
ceived a telephone message from O'Sulli­ 
van, who wanted to see Coughlin at his 
(O'Sullivan’s) house that evening. 
W hen 
told of it Coughlin said. “ All right.” 
On the 1st or 2.1 of May he received tbe 
same message again, ami again Coughlin 
said: “All right, it is O’Sullivan the ice­ 
m an.” 
Policeman Colvewedge 
identified 
the 
foot-marked portion of the floor from the 
Carlson cottage bed room as being the same 
taken out by him . 
Ex-police officer H unkaler of Lakeview 
testified tbat on the night of May 12lb, at 
about 12:30 o'clock, he drove away two 
men. a tall one aud short one, who were 
standing on the sidewalk near the Carlson 
cottage, telling them that they bad no bus­ 
iness to be out at that lim e of night. 
W it­ 
ness then walked past tbe cottage, and 
noticed a bright light burning within. Ten 
m inutes later, when he repassed, he noticed 
that the cottage was in darkness. 
Policem an Robinson testified that officer 
H unkaler had called his attention to the 
Carlson cottage about 1 o’clock on the 
night of May 12tb, and that between the 
lime of going past it to the north and re­ 
turning tbe [losition of one of the blinds 
had been changed. The lower slats were 
open. Adjourned. 
DB. CRONIN 3 CLOTHES FOUND. 
Complaints had been made recently that 
tbe sewer at tbe intersection of Evanston 
anri Buena avenues was running over, and 
to-day workmen were sent to investigate 
tbe trouble. Tbe cover was removed from 
the m anhole in the center of tbe street and 
atier a few m inutes’ work w ith poles and 
hooks two valises were brought up, one of 
leather and the other the rem nants of a 
cheap paper one. 
In the leather one was found 
Dr. 
Cronin’s 
prescription-book with several 
prescriptions bearing his signature. The 
paper one dropped to pieces as it was 
taken out and from it rolled a mass of tat 
tered clothing, most of which had been cut 
in strips. 
The only garment rem aining in tact was 
the vest, which was In the center, which 
encircled the doctor's case of surgical in ­ 
strum ents. 
The clothes had evidently 
been cut in the hope that they would 
sooner drop anart and be borne away in 
tne sewer. The clothing, surgical case and 
prescription bo_,k, the latter two 
being 
marked with Cronin’s name, were fnlly 
identified by the Conklins and others as 
tbe property of the murdered physician. 
Tbe most damaging of all the circum ­ 
stances for the prisoners is the fact that the 
find was made only one block from the 
spot where the bloody trunk was discov­ 
ered after it had been thrown hurriedly 
from the wagon, and only half a mile 
sonlh of where th t body was found in the 
catch basin. 
The paper valise is supposed to be the 
one purchased by “J. B. Simons," and to­ 
morrow a clerk will endeavor to identify it. 
A tragedy which occurred just in front 
of the Court-house, while everybody was 
exam ining these articles, caused wild ex­ 
citement. 
A shot was heard just at the 
entrance of Judge McCounell's Court. A 
dozen lawyers and reporters rushed out 
and found stretched on the sidewalk the 
body of a large man, with a revolver in his 
hand and brains oczing from his skull. 
H e was dead, and as no one coaid identify 
him it was at once presumed that his 
iragic death had some mysieriou3 connec­ 
tion with the sensational discoveries of to­ 
day.

After hours of investigation, however, it 
was learned that his nam e was 
Ed­ 
ward Rehtn, and that he had been tor 
some tim e known to be partially insane. 
He doubtless suicided while laboring under 
m ental aberration.

T w o P r o m in e n t R e p u b lic a n s P a r tic ip a te 
in a B lo o d y A ffray . 
L o u is v il l e 
(Ky.), 
November 8th. — 
Colonel W m. Cassius Goodloe, a m ember 
of the National Republican Committee and 
Collector of the Seventh Internal Revenue 
District, stabbed and killed Colonel A. M. 
Swope, a prom inent Republican, at Lex­ 
ington this afternoon. Goodloe was shot 
and fatally wounded. 
T he men m et in the Postrffice corridor, 
and when each saw who the other was 
they glanced at each other fiercely. Tbcn 
some angry words followed, when both 
suddenly drew weapons. 
Swope had a 
pistol and Goodloe a clasp-knife. As soon 
as the weapons were drawn Swope fired 
and Goodloe knocked the pistol down as 
it went off, the ball entering his abdomen 
on the right side. 
Goodloe tbc-n h-gan stabbing his oppo­ 
nent in the breast with the knife. 
After 
several blows had been s'rnck. by Goodloe, 
Swope fired acr.in, missing Goodioe 
Afier 
firing the sec aud shot C-olunel Swope fell 
on his face, and weltering in his blood 
died alm ost instantly. On his person were 
found thirteen wounds, they being in the 
back, arm s and in his breast. 
Im m ediately after the killing Colonel 
Gocdioe went to a pbysican where his 
wound was examined. 
He was perfectly 
cool and m ade a disposition of bis property 
in case he died. 
The difficulty was the outgrowth of a 
statem ent made in the Republican Conven 
tion. May 1, 1888, by Goodioe, that fully 
two thirds of the Fayetie county delega­ 
tion iu the Convention did not speak to 
Swope. 
Colonel Goodloe had 
been for years 
prom inent iu Kentucky politics and was 
M inister to Belgium under Hayes, and 
it- mher ot the National Renublican Com­ 


m ittee, being Chairman of the Committee 
on Speakers. 
H e is 48 years of age, married 
and has eight cbiidren. 
Colonel Swope was 45 years of age and 
unm arried. 
He was Collector of Internal 
Revenue under Grant and Hayes. 
A t 11 o’clock Goodloe was resting easy.' 
His physieans say bis condition is more 
hopeful. 
H e is not under arrest. 
Public 
sym pathy is about eveoly divided, but uni­ 
versal sorrow is expressed.

DOWN IN THE DREAMLAND OF THE 
FILIBUSTER. 


Career of that Brave M iscreant Gerón­ 
im o—Character and Custom s of 
the Yaqni Indians.

H e b m o s illo (Mexico), 1889. 
Carlos Butterfield, oí Washington, writ­ 
ing from this State in 1860, says r “ So­ 
nora is the land of romance—the land of 
tragedy—the dreamland of the filibuster. 
It has been over-rated—yet not so much 
as misunderstood. * * * But Sonora 
is a land of mourning. Filibustering ex­ 
peditions and Apache revolutions have 
scourged the country until the people are 
in despair. Great numbers of mines, 
haciendas and ranches are abandoned, and 
the industry of the State is completely 
paralyzed.’’ 
All that, however, was ended with the 
capture of Gerónimo, the brave miscreant 
who led General Howard, General Miles, 
and the best soldiers of the United States 
on such a protracted war-dance. Never 
since the days of Rob Itoy has there been 
such a warrior as that same copper-hued 
rascal, who for years subsisted on the roots 
of the desert and the serpents of the moun­ 
tains, keeping thousands of people in per­ 
petual terror, aud devastating whatever sec­ 
tion he descended upon. Though part of 
the time wounded and sick, and always his 
own commissary and chief of transporta­ 
tion, he wore out a well-equipped army, 
set two great Governments at defiance, 
and surpassed anything in history by his 
barbarous heroism. 
One hears in Sonora a good many points 
about the wonderful campaign with Ge­ 
rónimo that are not known to the world at 
large. The final revolt, that was brought 
to a close by the capture of the stubborn 
chieftain, was brought about by a squaw, 
the wife of Chief Mangus. This Apache 
Joan of Arc is described as a handsome 
woman, of great force of character, and in­ 
telligent—for an Indian. She alone it 
was who planned the escape of Gerónimo 
from Fort Apache in May of 1885, and 
who incited the band to their most desper­ 
ate deeds. That exptdition was truly 
Amazonian, for the chief had with him 
only thirty-four men and half a dozen 
small boys and ninety-one women. They 
traveled 120 miles before camping, and 
the pursuers, though close upon their 
tracks, did not get sight of an Indian. 
Finally, when, as the world knows, Ge­ 
rónimo was captured in the fastnesses of 
the mountains, after a desperate campaign, 
he was held only one night before he es­ 
caped again. Soon afterwards he boldly 
returned to the fort with four Indians, and 
seizing a white woman, told her that if she 
did not inform him where his wife’s tent 
was he would kill her. The terrified 
woman pointed it out, Gerónimo took his 
wife, and was again at large, having ac­ 
complished one of the most daring deeds 
ever recorded. This notorious Indian be­ 
longs to the Chirieahua branch of Apaches, 
who are natives of Sonora, and in their 
)>est days never nurutored more than 400 
warriors. Through long and fearful years 
their trails were marked by the corpses of 
outraged women, butchered men, and 
blazing homes; but now they no longer go 
about collecting tithes of blood and plun­ 
der from travelers and defenseless citizens, 
and are remembered as a past evil, not as 
a living curse. No romance of the “noble 
red man” lingers over this land where 
they lived—only blood-curdling tales of 
murders and atrocities innumerable. 
THE YAQUI INDIANS 
Are as different from the ferocious Apaches 
as black from white, and it would be as 
unjust to trace any parallel between the 
two nations as between their respective 
chieftains, Gerommo and Jose Maria 
Cajeme. The Yaqui nation has always 
maintained a virtual independence in 
Mexico, being ruled by their own customs 
even during colonial times, and being 
actually free from any government but 
their own since 1821. They are an agri­ 
cultural people, the hone and sinew of 
labor in Sonora and Sinaloa. They claim 
a royal charter for their lands from Spain, 
and are auite able to-day to maintain 
themselves against a feeble republic which 
is too poor to pay even its department 
clerks. Although hard fighters and brave 
soldiers, the Yaquis are inclined to peace, 
and their late struggle, like several pre­ 
ceding ones, was for the self-government 
to which they have been accustomed, as 
they regard the Mexican government as a 
rather weak, upstart neighbor who desires 
undue supremacy. 
It is 300 years since Catholic missions 
were established among the Yaquis and 
the rudiments of European civilization 
developed. Their skill as boatmen is re­ 
nowned.* Their pottery, and the clothB 
they weave from cotton, wool and native 
fabrics are unsurpassed, and they own great 
farms, mines (which they work patiently 
and well) and vast herds of cattle and live 
stock. Their proper home is alona the 
Y’aqni river, which rb‘-s in the Sierra 
Madre and runs across S mora in a south­ 
westerly direction, crossing the Surra del 
Mazarrno, and emptying into the Gulf of 
California a few miles from Guaymas. 
Their houses are generally from six to 
ten feet square, with walls of wild cane 
bound together by withes, the roofs ' 
thatched with palm leaves. There are no 
windows, and the low door-ways are hung 
with portieres—so to speak—of old blankets 
or strips of faded cloth. The Yaquis are 
particularly expert in saddlery, and the 
manufacture of straw goods. Thetr earth­ 
enware is remarkable, anil the blankets 
thev weave by hand are even better than 
those of the Navajos—so firm and fine o f! 
texture that water may be carried in them ' 
without leaking a drop. By the way, in 
war they have a method of defense as novel 
and effectual as it is simple. Laying their 
blankets in a stream until thoroughly wet, 
each Indian carries his on a pole, stretched 
out straight by a cross-piece at the top, 
held high enough to just clear the ground; 
and it is said that showers of bullets, grajie 
and cannister, striking these swaying bul­ 
warks, glance off harmlessly to the earth, 
never penetrating one of them. 
W ith very few exceptions, a Yaqui de­ 
sires nothing more than a sufficiency of 
food, and to be let alone in the practice of 
hereditarv customs, and is the most peace­ 
ful, industrious and inoffensive of creatures 
when not interfered with. A pair of wide, 
short drawers, and a shirt worn with 
“ flaps ” outside, is alt the clothing he has 
any use for—except perhaps a blanket 
wheu the nights are chilly. His w-ife 
wears onlv a petticoat and scanty chemise, 
with the addition of a rebosa thrown over 
her head when she desires to “ dres* up;” 
while the children, almost to marriageable 
age, meander the earth absolutely un­ 
adorned, 
LIKE MOTHER EVE 
Before the fashion of fig-leaves. Though 
copper-colored, they are 
universally 
handsome, having good features, fine eyes, 
abundant black hair and pearly teeth. 
Though extremely resolute of character, 
and not to be daunted by any obstacle in 
the carrying out of their piaos, they are 
bv nature light-hearted and happy, and j 
very fond of the native dance and music, i 
in which ail excel. They are naturally j 
suspicious of the whites, and though some . 
have lived among them from childhood j 
and adopted many of the customs of civil­ 
ization, thev are still Indians at heart, 
faithful to" the core to the traditions of 
their ancestors. In some of their settle- j 
ineuts the women are exceedingly fair, and ( 
these are called “coyotes”—the children of 


Spanish priests and Indian women. Their 
language is not unmusical, easy to learn, 
and capable of being reduced to grammati­ 
cal rules. Though most of them under­ 
stand Spanish, they invariably use their 
native tongue when addressing the whites, 
knowing perfectly well that they are not 
understood, from which fact they seem to 
derive an endless fund of amusement. In 
conjugal relations they are not at all sub­ 
ject to the “green-eyed monster,” fre­ 
quently exchanging partners. When a 
wife elopes with another man she is sel­ 
dom pursued, her loss being borne with 
philosophical indifference and her place 
quickly filled by another. In “swapping” 
wives, when one is handsomer or younger 
than the other, a pig, a pair of fowls, or a 
blanket is sometimes thrown in “to boot.” 
When the Spanish Government first 
took notice of this tribe it granted them 
the extraordinary privilege of raising 
tobacco for their own consumption (on 
their own lands), and the plant is still ex­ 
tensively cultivated by them. But their 
tobacco is not of the same kind used by the 
whites. While our tobacco plant has broad, 
green leaves, that of the Yaquis has a 
narrow, yellowish leaf, not nearly so strong 
as ours, and without any disagreeable taste. 
It is called macuehi, and when gathered is 
rolled into large balls and covered with 
corn huiks. 
There is another tribe, probably de­ 
scended from the same original stock, 
known as the Mayas, over whom Chief 
Jose Cajeme also claimed chieftancy, and 
who live along the Mayo river, which runs 
parallel to the Yaqui, on the south of it. 
Among the latter tribe are many fair­ 
haired and blue-eyed Indians—probably 
owing to the fact that they bear no ani­ 
mosity to the whites, allowing the latter 
to dwell in their towns, which the Yaquis 
will never do. 
There is another Sonora tribe, many 
miles inland, called the Gilas—pronounced 
Heilas. They take their name from the 
Gila river, and are very friendly to the 
whites, frequently visiting Guaymas and 
Hermosillo in large parties, accompanied 
by chiefs who speak Spanish fluently. 
These are taller than their neighbors, 
and their strong point, like Samson’s, is in 
a profusion of hair, which they wear long, 
both males and females, and take great 
pains to preserve. Their costume is sim­ 
plicity itself, consisting merely of a goat 
skin, worn about the loins, and sandals of 
the same material. The greater part of 
them wear no head covering, the chiefs 
alone indulging in breeches and straw 
hats, ornamented with feathers. 
From time immemorial there has ex­ 
isted on the Gila river a great white 
house, now much dilapidated by “the in­ 
sidious tooth of time,” whose origin is un­ 
known. The remains of a large aqueduct 
may be 6een near, and many fragments of 
fine porcelain are found—all proving the 
existence of a civilized race in these re­ 
gions at some remote period of antiquity. 
The Gila Indians raise corn, beans, mel­ 
ons and gourds of good flavor, some of 
which grow to an enormous size. The 
smaller ones they paint or polish and or­ 
nament with geometrical figures, to be 
used for domestic purposes. I brought 
away a dozen of these unique souvenirs, 
all red, with odd designs in black and 
white.

WOMEN IN PRISON GARB. 


HOW THEY ARE EMPLOYED IN A PENN 
SYLVANIA BASTILE. 


The Lone Grave on the Pennypack and 
the Story that It R ecalls—A Chat 
w ith Prison Official*. 


[From the Philadelphia Inquirer.] 
The Eastern-bound train which reaches 
Ilolmesburg Junction shortly after noon 
yesterday carried among its passengers a 
motley crowd—the human flotsam aud jet­ 
sam of a great city. They were the men 
and women who had been committed to 
the House of Correction. W ith a police­ 
man leading and a couple of officers as 
rear guards, as soon as they alighted they 
took up their march down the dusty road 
to their future home, where they were re­ 
ceived at the great eastern entrance gate 
by Master Warden McBride in full uni­ 
form. They filed into a large, cool room 
on the left of the wide hall, the men to 
the right, the women to the left, where a 
half dozen clerks, wearing the striped uni­ 
form of the institution, stood at a tall 
desk. The Master Warden ;Jid the moral 
instructor took positions insid| a railed in­ 
closure. The former laid a bundle of 
commitments on his desk. At a signal the 
women arose and were marched to the 
scales. After being weighed (heir higlit 
was taken and written on a strip of green 
paper. As they received them their names 
were called by the Master Wari»n, and 
each woman was catechized according to a 
regular form. 
The first one questioned was a gaunt, 
angular woman of about 68, with thin, 
gray, unkempt hair, snappy black eyes, a 
long nose and a sharp, peaked chin. The 
suit she wore was of marvelous make and 
wonderful pattern—a long sack, many sizes 
too large for her, and a skirt of ample 
width, torn and draggled. A bonnet of 
the fashion of forty years ago was perched 
upon her head. 
sh e w o u ld n o t a d m it iie r ag e. 
“How old are you ?” asked the Warden 
“Twenty-eight,” was the unblushing an­ 
swer.Her fellow-prisoners tittered audibly and 
a smile passed across the face of the moral 
instructor. 
“W hat!” 
“Thirty-eight!” she serenely answered. 
It is just possible that several reitera­ 
tions of the astonished “ What!” would 
have eventually brought out her true age, 
but she was permitted to go down on the 
records “ 38—unmarried.” 
“That woman is evidently a erauk,” 
said the Master Warden. “We get to 
know them as soon as we see them, She’ll 
remain here till next Saturday, when we 
take the usual weekly collection of cranks, 
paupers aud generally helpless people who 
have been committed here through the ig­ 
norance or stupidity of the magistrates to 
their true home—ihe almshouse. Some 
magistrates seem to think that the Correc­ 
tion is a refuge for the maimed, the halt, 
the blind and the idiotic. 
W hile he was speaking a young girl 
stepped forward to the desk. Her clothes 
were of fashionable cut, and her bold 
eyes were raised to the Warden’s from 
under a frizzled bang. She gave her age 
as nineteen, and unblushinglv admitted 
that it was her second commitment for 
street walking. 
A bright-colored mulatto, in answer to 
the usual query, “Do you drink liquor or 
beer?” said, “No, sah!”

She had been sent up for drunkenness, 
and the Warden ironically asked :

ranged in age from 16 to 75, and the ma­ 
jority were old offenders. A slatternly 
negreas grinned and bowed familiarly as 
she came forward. 
“Well, Alice,” said the Warden, “I 
think you had better live and die here. 
This is your sixth commitment, is it not?” 
“Yes, sah.” 
?,% • 
Before the Warden’s “soiree” adjourned 
the matron entered, holding in one hand a 
greasy parchment paper, in the other a 
roll of bank bills which had been taken 
from a dirty, frowsy-headed Irish woman, 
whose swollen, disfigured face and whisky­ 
laden breath proclaimed rum as the cause 
of her downfall. 
“Here are $280 and a deed for a ceme­ 
tery lot that I took from around her waist,” 
said the matron. 
The woman had answered “no” to the 
usual question as to whether she had any 
money in her possession, thinking that no 
one would discover its hiding place. She 
was a professional begger. 
“ The women received to-day are an 
average lot,” said the Warden, as he rolled 
up the banknotes. 
“ They have been 
committed for vagrancy, begging, street 
walking and drunkenness, and several by 
the Court for assault aud 
battery. 
When neighbors get to quarreling, result­ 
ing in fist fights and hair-pulling, the 
matter is frequently brought to Court. The 
offense is too trifliug to merit a prison sen­ 
tence, but the virago needs a lesson. Ihe 
Judge suspends sentence in the case, and 
commits her to the House of Correction 
for a short term. It usually has a bene­ 
ficial efiect in making a woman of that 
class exercise better control over their un­ 
ruly members.” 
THEY PUT ON THE STRIPED DRESS. 
While the men were being weighed and 
registered the women were taken to the 
bath-room. Most of them are strangers 
to water in any form, hut they yield a re­ 
luctant assent to this part of the pro­ 
gramme. In case of obstinacy or refusal 
the refractory person is taken in charge by 
three or four of the matron’s assistants, 
ducked into the tub and scrubbed vigor­ 
ously with a brush. Then they don the 
House of Correction dress, a calico skirt 
and sack of a small plaid pattern, with the 
number of the cell and wing stenciled on 
the skirt. After a dinner of bread, meat 
and vegetable soup they are locked in their 
cells for the remainder of the day. On 
the morrow they are put to work, either m 
the sewing-room, the knitting-room, the 
laundry, or armed with pail and brush to 
scrub the cells and corridors. All the gar­ 
ments worn by the inmates are made in 
the institution. 
“Most of the women who are committed 
here,” said the matron, “buy their clothing 
ready made and know no more about sew­ 
ing tnan a little child. When they are 
first set to work, half what they do has to 
be ripped out. They are very quick to 
learn, however, and soon become quite pro­ 
ficient. It does not take « girl long to be­ 
come a good knitter. In the laundry there 
are two grades of workers, those who wash 
for the inmates and those who do fine 
laundering for outside parties. The house­ 
work is mostly done by machinery. The 
outside work is one of the greatest sources 
of revenue to the institution.” 
In the adornment of their cells the God- 
given womanly instinct aud love of the 
beautiful appears uncrushed by the life of 
sin that all have led. The board floors are 
spotlessly clean and white. A small rug 
of carpet is placed by the side of the cot, 
whose snowy pillow and neat coverlid 
tempt the weary to repose. Around the 
bare walls are tacked pictures cut from 
illustrated newspaper, cheap chromos and 


artistic advertising cards. The cells have 
a cheerful, home-like appearance, especial ly 
those in the new wing, which have a win­ 
dow in every room. 
BENEFITED BY THEIR STAY. 
“Many of the women are addicted to 
the use of snuff,” said the matron. “For­ 
mer inmates frequently writes to their 
friem'a in the institution, ahvavs inclosing 
at least 10 cents to buy some ‘comfort,’ as 
they term it. We have no means of fol­ 
lowing our girls after they leave us, but so 
far as we can learn I should say that one- 
sixth are benefited by their stay here. 
There are one-third as many men as women 
here. There are always more women in 
the summei time than in the winter. 
“Farmers come here wanting help. 
Those girls who desire to live out are dis­ 
charged for that purpose. 
Life on a farm 
is not altogether a happy one for them. 
They are worked from morning till nigtit, 
poorly paid, constantly haunted with be­ 
ing ‘Correction birds..’ aud discharged on 
some pretext as soon as cold weather 
comes. Without money or friends they 
drift into their old life and ultimately 
come back to us.” 
“Do any of our girls ever escape?” re­ 
peated the Captain of the Guard, in an­ 
swer to the question propounded by the 
reporter. “Ob, yes, sometimes they get 
away, and we don’t often recapture them. 
Their uniform is not particularly conspic­ 
uous, and besides the people in this vicin 
ity are all in sympathy with escaped pris­ 
oners and willingly exchange clothing 
with them. One of our girls tried to es­ 
cape the other day, but we caught her be­ 
fore she got outside the grounds. She is 
only nineteen, and is one of a family that 
are our steady boarders. 
Her father, 
mother and brother are all here.’’ 
“There is a set of chronic grumblers to 
be found in every institution,” said Moral 
Instructor Kirkpatrick. “Three out of 
every five women sent here claim to be 
unjustly imprisoned. 
1 investigate every 
ease, and occasionally find one worthy of 
consideration. Unscrupulous husbands get 
their wives committed and jealous step­ 
mothers their step-daughters. I investi­ 
gated a case recently of a woman 
of respectable family, living in an ad­ 
joining county. She is subject to fits of 
temporary aberration. She came to the 
city, was found wandering about the 
streets, could give no account of herself, 
and a Magistrate sent her up here. As 
soon as I reported the fact she was prompt­ 
ly discharged.” 
INTO (ft NAMELESS GRAVE. 
Down by the river, in the low marsh on 
the other side of I’ennypack creek, is the 
institution’s graveyard. The hot sun of 
summer and the chilling breath of winter 
fell upon it unchecked. In it slumber the 
Correction’s dead. In one corner, apart 
from the others, is a solitary grave. In it 
lies a girl with a history. She was of good 
family, splendidly educated and far above 
the average woman in intellectuality. 
She married when a mere girl a fellow 
whose brutal treatment aud open infidelity 
caused her to seek refuge in drink. He 
drove her from his house finally, and sinking 
lower and lower, she reached the House of 
Correction. When she was first committed 
her evil course of living had not totally 
obliterated the innate refinement of her 
delicately chiseled face, and she was as 
pretty as a picture. 
The moral instructor and officials of the 
institution were very much interested in 
her ease, and an effort was made to per­ 
suade her to reform. For a time she tried 
to lead a better life, hut, disowned by her 
family and deserted by her friends be­ 
cause of the disgrace she had brought 
upon them, she yielded to the old tempta­ 
tion. Exposure and excessive drinking 
were too much for one reared so delicately 
and soon after iier second commitment she 
showed the unmistakable evidences of 
consumption and was placed in the hos­ 
pital. When she died her relatives were 
notified, hut refused to receive the poor 
clay, and the Correction graveyard re­ 
ceived her remains. 


DIPHTHERIAS DAPE3S. 


HOW TO PREVENT THE SPREAD OF THE 
DREAD DISEASE. 


COMING WEST. 


Treatm ent of Patients—Some Valuable 
Suggestions WUicli Should be 
H eeded. 


Good (he Traveling Show is Expected to 
Accom plish. 
¡From the San Francisco Bulletin, Nov. 7th.] 
Southern California journals express 
great confidence in a renewed immigration 
to this State during the coming winter sea­ 
son, and from many indications there is 
much to warrant such a prediction. The 
advance agent of the Raymond excursion 
organization said only the other day that 
they would bring out more tourists than 
ever before. 
The weather-wise say that a 
frigid and windy winter is in store for resi­ 
dents of New Englan 1 and the Middle 
States, and, if this pre fiction comes true, 
thousands that long fo a milder climate 
will turn toward California. 
Letters continue to c une daily to the 
State Board of Trade headquarters from 
would-be immigrants, asking informa­ 
tion.From Westwood, N. J , a correspondent 
write: “Kindly send me some descriptive 
pamphlets or catalogues of the different 
counties in your State, as I contemplate 
settling somewhere on the Pacific coast in 
the near future. Any suggestion you can 
offer in regard to a good place to locate on 
a fruit farm or vineyard for a person wilh 
$4,000 or $5,000 in cash, would be thank­ 
fully received and appreciated. * * * I 
would also mention that quite a number of 
my friends and acquaintances in this 
county also contemplate settling on the 
Pacific coast, as scon as they can dispose of 
their property here, and 1 will circulate 
such descriptive matter as I may receive 
among them, afrer studying same myself.’ 
A n an in Wilkinsburg. Pa., writes : “ I 
wish to obtain what information I can in 
regard to fruit-cullure in Butte county 
(Chico and Oroville], aud also in Lake 
countv ; am thinking seriously of locating 
there, and want to know what I can about 
the prospects, price of land. etc. Will you 
kindly furnish me wiih reading matter 
beariug on that subject?” 
From Ilion, N. Y., a newspaper man 
writes that he would like to get a sinad 
fruit farm near L >s Angeles. From Park- 
ville. Mo., and Fricks, Pa., similar in­ 
quiries are made relative to farm prospects 
and possibilities. 
Judging fro n the experience of last sea­ 
son’s tour of “ California on Whee s,” there 
is every reason to believe the number of 
inquiries will increase after the new cars 
start on their missionary tour. It is hoped 
to get them started on their way by a week 
from Saturday. They will go as far as El 
Paso by the Southern Pacific, and thence 
wilt be moved up into the Northwest. 
There has been agrowing inquiry concern­ 
ing California from this region for some 
time, and it is thought the attractive show 
sent there before winter rigors have fairly 
begun will be of much value. Contributors 
to the cars are coming forward generously. 
The displays of canned, dried and pre­ 
served fruits, and of wints and minerals, 
will be excellent. 
The cook will be an important member 
of the crew of the roving show, and much 
care ha3 been taken to get a eood one. 
There were any number of aspirants, espe­ 
cially since the cars arrived here, where 
the neat kitchen appointments could be in­ 
spected. They chased after Major Lauck 
and Secretary Divies until they voted all 
cooks a nuisance. At last a decision was 
reached, an d disappointment is in store for 
all but the lucky one. His name is A B. 
Ketchnm. The cars are in the Fourth and 
Townsend streets yards, and are being fitted 
up rapidly. It is doubtful if the electric 
light plant can be pat in the cars, as hoped 
for.The Pomona Times lately says regarding 
incoming settlers: “ A very gratifying fact 
is the steadv stream of returning malcon­ 
tents from »he Eastern Slat-— people who 
went back East las' sprint.’ * thoroughly dis­ 
gusted.’ Pomona has welcomed a number 
of the prodigal horde within the past two t 
or three weeks, and we are in possession of j 
facts showing that many more are on the j 
road or preparing to return. One of those ¡ 
recently returned made his boast when be 
sold out bis effects and started East at the 
begiunir.g of the summer, that he would 
take pains to see that Southern California 
would receive no further immigra’ion from ' 
his section. Bat here he is back in Po- ¡ 
mona, sod perfectly willing to stay the bal- ' 
anee of his d-ivs.’’

The following circular, issued by the 
State Board of Health, of Kentucky, re­ 
garding the prevention of diphtheria, is 
full of important suggestions, and com­ 
mends itself to the attention of people 
everywhere. It is addressed to the health 
officials and people of Kentucky, and says: 
The unusual prevalence of diphtheria in 
many sections of the State makes it im­ 
portant that the attention of our health 
officials and people should be called to the 
best known methods for preventing the 
occurrence or restricting the spread of the 
disease. 
Diphtheria is both contagious and in­ 
fectious, attacking persons of all ages, but 
affecting children much more frequently 
than adults. It may be communicated 
from the sick to the well directly, or by 
means of persons, clothing, toys, jiet ani­ 
mals, or other things ¡nlectea by the sick 
or sick-room, and especially by cups or 
other articles which pass from mouth to 
mouth. In a sense it is a “tilth disease,” 
sometimes seeming to originate sjiontan- 
eotisly iu the presence of bad sanitary sur­ 
roundings, aud certainly spreading more 
rapidly and being most fatai in such lo­ 
calities. 
Diphtheria is a preventable disease. 
Proper preventive measures are almost in­ 
variably followed by the limitation of the 
disease to the first cxse or cases. When it 
gets away from the primary cases and 
makes its escape upon the community, 
somebody is to blame. The sooner we ac­ 
cept this as a sanitary maxim the sooner 
we shall begin to do our duties as individ­ 
uals and as communities. 
As soon as it is known that a person has 
diphtheria he should immediately be sep­ 
arated from the re*t of the family, and put 
into a sunny, well-ventill ited and plainly 
furnished room, preferably on the upper 
floor, atid as disconnected as possible from 
other rooms, especially the living and 
sleeping rooms of children. No other per­ 
son In sides the nurse and necessary attend­ 
ants should be allowed to enter the room, 
aud they should take every precaution not 
to carry the infection to others. 
The health officer of the town or county 
should be notified within twenty-four 
hours, and he should co-operate with the 
physician and family to keep the disease 
front spreading. A blue flag, or a card, 
with diphtheria on it, in large, plain let­ 
ters, should be placed in a conspicuous 
position on the house. No child or person 
having the care of children should be per­ 
mitted to enter the house. 
The discharges from the throat, mouth 
and nose are exceedingly poisonous, and 
should be received on soft cloths and im­ 
mediately burned or immersed in a solution 
of chloride of lime, six ounces to the gallon 
of water. The bed and Itody-linen, imme­ 
diately upon removal, should be boiled for 
half an hour, or immersed in the chloride 
of lime solution for twenty-four hours. In 
no case should such clothing go into the 
family wash. 
No persou from a house where tiiere is 
diphtheria should go into public assem­ 
blies, in churches, fairs or concerts, aud es­ 
pecially schools. 
Persons who have had diphtheria should 
not mingle with the public for some time 
after the last trace of the disease has iefl 
the throat and nose, and only after ail 
their clothing has been thoroughly washed 
or disinfected. No child from a house 
where the disease has prevailed should to 
permitted to enter school except ujion the 
certificate of a physician that it is safe to 
do so. 
Iu case of death, the body should to 
wrapped in a sheet saturated with the 
chloride of lime solution, and put in a 
tight coffin. The funeral should be strictly 
private, and in no case should children or 
those having the care of children be per­ 
mitted to attend. 
After death or complete recovery the 
room should be disinfected under the su­ 
pervision of the health officer or a compe­ 
tent physician. First, mattresses, comforts 
and other like thingt badly soiled should 
to burned. Such clothing and bedding as 
can be washed should be toiled or placed 
in the chloride solution as above directed. 
To disinfect the room proceed as follows: 
Arrange the contents of the room so as to 
expose the greatest amount of surface to 
the action of the disinfectant. Close the 
apartment as completely as possible, stop­ 
ping all openings, as chimney flues, key 
holes, etc., through which the gas might 
escape. Thoroughly dampen the floor, 
walls and furniture. For a room ten feet 
square three pounds of sulphur, moistened 
with alcohol, in an iron pan, placed in a 
tub containing a few inches of water, to 
avoid danger from fire. When certain the 
sulphur is burning well, leave the room, 
close the door and allow the room to re­ 
main tightly closed for ten or twelve hours. 
Afterwards the room should be thoroughly 
ventilated for several hours, and then the 
floor and ledges over windows and doors, 
and other places likely to retain dust, 
should to washed with the chloric solution 
and then with soap and hot water. The 
house and premises generally should be 
put in the cleanest and best condition pos­ 
sible. 
To to effectual the precautions here sug­ 
gested should to rigidly observed. Imper­ 
fect isolation and disinfection are worse 
than useless, giving rise only to a false 
sense of security. 
County and municipal Boards of Health 
have full authority under our laws to en­ 
force these rules, and will fall short of their 
dutv if thev fail to do so.

“A good fruit tree is worth fifty dol­ 
lars,” we heard an old farmer say recently. 
If this is true, an orchard of one acre con­ 
taining fifty trees should increase the 
value of the farm upon which it is situ­ 
ated by the pleasant sum of §2,500—less, 
of conrse, the original value of that indi­ 
vidual acre. 
W hile it might be difficult 
to find a purchaser who would accept this 
valuation, my own experience inclines me 
to the belief that the farmer's assertion 
was not far from right. A money yield of 
three dollars per annum from each tree 
would give 6 per cent, upon this capital­ 
ized valued. It is a poor tree that will 
not average this, even allowing foroff years, 
and ofl' years are not so frequent as to 
alternate regularly with the bearing ones. 
A healthy tree, properly cared for, will 
give a crop two years out of three that 
will pay for harvesting. 
Occasionally a 
tree will give a crop that will pay the in­ 
terest for many years in one. An Early 
Richmond cherry tree paid me last year 
eight dollars, besides the fruit used at 
home, which was sufficient to pay entire 
cost of gathering. 
From a sweet cherry- 
tree this year I sold three and one-half 
bushels at two dollars per bushel. 
Two 
Chickasaw plum trees, growing so closely 
together that their branches intertwine as 
if they were one tree, the two covering a 
space of about 500 square feet, frequently 
pay ten dollars in a season, which would 
be at the rate of over $800 per acre. A 
pear tree near by yields ten bushels in a 
good season, and one dollar per bushel is 
not an unusual price. 
Three early apple 
trees this season gave over fifty bushels, 
which sold at from SO cents to j l 20 p e r, 
bushel. 
The trees were so full that I had ’ 
to commence picking while yet very green, 
to save the limbs from breaking. 
Yet the 
same trees last year gave a crop that paid 
more than li per cent, upon a value of fifty 
dollars each.— American Agriculturist. 


FARM POULTRY CLUBS. 
Farmers who engage in the production 
of eggs and chickens for market would find 
it profitable to start an organization among 
themselves for the good of the business. 
Their meetings could bo held weekly, 
semi-weekly or monthly, at the houses of 
members, and poultry topics could be dis­ 
cussed, experience related, new diseases re­ 
ported, new ways of treating old ailments, 
and a host of other valuable 
matter 
brought up. A President and a Secretary 
would be necessary. The work of the 
latter wouid be to seek any desirable in­ 
formation which none of the members 
could impart, and other matters that might j 
be of interest and instruction. Experi- j 
enees could be given as to the crossing of 
pure-bred heavy layers so as to be more 
prolific; the best foods; how to feed; how 
to house, and how to give general care. 
Farmers, as a rule, know very little about 
the requirements of an egg farm. 
True, 
some very able works have been written 
upon the subject, but farmers generally do 
not possess them. There is no reason why 
we should not have “fresh eggs” in the 
vlead of winter. Practical poultry farms 
furnish them, and so can all who keep

Unless the hogs that are being fed on 
corn are kept warm a portion of the com 
will be wasted in supplying heat for the 
protection of the body. The more com­ 
fortable the hog the faster it will fatten. 
When the cold season opens the slop will 
be more beneficial if given warm. H alf 
frozen slop chills the hogs, and canses a 
loss of the food from other sources. 
The advantage in keeping ducks are 
that they are not subject to vermin (such 
as lice), are rarely affected by disease, and 
can endure nearly all kinds of exposure 
when fully matured. 
A fence eighteen 
inches high will serve to confine them, if 
the large breeds are used, and they can be 
kept on grass principally, although a 
heavy feed twice a day will greatly pro­ 
mote laying. 
There is no necessity for dehorning a 
cow. 
If she is vicious it is safer and bet­ 
ter to get rid of her rather than to at­ 
tempt to lessen her opportunities of doing 
injur}-. Only the cows of gentle disposi­ 
tion should be used in the dairy business. 
The hornless cattle are capable of doing 
damage when they are so inclined, and re­ 
moving the horns from a vicious animal is 
no security against injury. 
» 
As soon as the coupling season is over 
the breeding ewes should be separated 
from the flock and fed on n urishing food. 
They should not be made too fat, for fear 
of milk fever at lambing time, but they 
require good feeding if they are to produce 
strong lambs. Plenty of hay, with a mess 
of ground oats once a day, should keep 
them in good condition without liability 
of the ewes becoming too fat. 
. 
It is not as easy to keep apples now as 
when the weather is cold. Sudden changes 
will affect them if they are not stored in a 
cool place at present. As soon as signs of 
decay appear on the apples it indicates 
that they must be disposed of at once Or 
they will soon rot. 
If not convenient to a 
market all apples that are liable to decay 
should be made into cider for vinegar. 
The keeping qualities also depend on the 
variety, but at this season the warmth is 
to be guarded against. 
Carbonaceous foods should be fed, when 
they are required, in preference to the 
foods that are nitrogenous. 
Bran, which 
is a food rich in phosphates, is one of the 
best foods to accompany all others, but the 
amount of carbonaceous food should Lie 
regulated by the product. 
A young ani­ 
mal does not require as much heat-produc­ 
ing food as one that is being fatted. A 
cow that gives rich milk must have food 
that abounds in the carbonaceous elements, 
such as cornraeal, etc., as the cream is pro­ 
duced mostly from such food. Many of 
the nitrogenous foods, however, contain a 
large proportion of heat-producing ele­ 
ments, and a variety will usually satisfy all 
demands.

Of the making o f cyclopedias there is n o 
e n d . But the one before us departs from 
conventional forms in this, that it is also a 
gazetteer. The truth is, there has been 
need for a good comprehensive gazetteer. 
Tbis office recently experienced great diffi­ 
culty in procuring a work of that order for 
the desk of its news editor, and what it did 
obtain was an English work of old date, 
though stamped as a new edition, and 
which proves to be, on examination, far 
behind date. The work before as is a royal 
quarto,

the page, 
and of over 800 pages. There are 80 fuli- 
page colored maps and nearly 2,000 engrav­ 
ings. We have given it a careful examina­ 
tion, and as a condensed cyclopedia and a 
gazetteer of pleasing fullness it comes very 
near, if not wholly, up to the need for a 
book of quick reference. It is certainly in­ 
valuable as a work tor the busy man and 
those wbo have not the time to examine 
on every occasion an elaborated encyclo­ 
pedia. The claim is made for the work 
that it presents in concise form the pith of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica and of Cham- 
bets’ Encyclopedia, and also much original Í 
matter treating of American subjects. 
We ’ 
have not attempted to verify this state­ 
ment, but selecting eighty broadly-varying 
subjects, fifty towns, cities and counties, 
and fifty rivers and mountains widely scat­ 
tered over the globe, the response of the 
work has not 
failed 
us save in one 
instance, and that concerning a river 
in Northern Indiana, which, perhaps, is 
not of sufficient importance afier all to be 
worthy of attention in such u work, since 
it has no relation to the commerce of the 
world, except as a drain for a considerable 
section. 
While it has been said tbat this 
is a condensation, yet we find many ex­ 
tended articles, as for instance those upon 
Grecian Architecture, Great Britain and 
Ireland, Dve Stuffs, Chicago, Bristol, Gun­ 
nery, the Ear, Photography. Poisons, Zo­ 
ology, Small-pox. Sight, Edgar A. Poe, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, and the line of 
American poets and authors, especially; 
the Nervous System, Mass, Magnetism, etc. 
Concerning the accuracy and standard of 
the work, the authority is that of the two 
encyclopaedias named, but it is evident that 
care has been taken to eliminate disputes 
upon dictional questions and to confine 
the expression to ricitai of fact. 
As our examination of the book is ex­ 
tended we are more impressed with its com­ 
pleteness and compactness and its exceed­ 
ing usefulness as a book of reference. It 
should not displace a full cyclopedia in 
any library, but there are thousands who 
do not feel able to possess the Britannica, 
Chambers’ or the American, and to all such 
this work will prove a blessing. So, too, 
as a desk book it serves admirably for those 
who cannot in office and connting-room 
keep the full cyclopedias at band, and who 
cannot afford the time from business to 
search through extended articles in the 
greater works. The fuil-page maps add 
much of value to the book.

A NEW ARGUMENT. 


The very latest defense of the large 
army systems of Europe advanced, appears 
over the signature of a correspondent in 
the New York Times. 
It is, that statisti­ 
cal investigation proves that the men who 
come out of these armies are vastly supe­ 
rior to the men who do not serve, in phys­ 
ical 
power, amenability to discipline) 
in health and capacity to labor and to en­ 
dure. The writer says: 
It pays Germany in dollars and cents to sup­ 
port her army; as a mere money-making in­ 
vestment it is "a good one, and the side effects, 
in increasing the national health and general 
well-being, in educating classes which, but for 
the army, would scarcely otherwise be reached, 
aud in raising Ihe whole moral tone of the na­ 
tion are inconceivably or, at least. Immeasur­ 
ably great. 
A short tim e ago in m aking an estimate of 
the money value to the nation of this great 
nation 1 was myself surprised at the result. 
Estimating the num ber of men now living in 
Germanv under fifty-live years of age who had 
passed through the army: granting that these 
m en are improved physically and m entaily to 
the degree th at their productive capacity as 
laborers in general is increased as much as 5 
per cent , aud taking as a basis of individual 
production 5500 a year, this 5 per cent, upon 
this 5501 more than pays for the German arrny 
by about 515,0 0,000. 
To show that 5 per cent, is not an exces-ive 
estimate I will state that in answer to inquiries 
sent out one employer, an English contractor 
in Berlin, who liad in hand large draiua.e 
works at Potsdam, and employed several thou­ 
sand men, said he paid those who had been 
through the army an average of 30 per cent, 
more than those who had not served. 
The conclusion is reached that the real 
and sublimest effort of a nation is to pro­ 
duce ideal men, and that if this is best ac­ 
complished through army training, then 
it is justifiable and commendable. That, 
after all, it is not the supreme end to raise 
so many bushels of wheat, so many pounds 
of vegetables and to build so many miles 
of railroad, but to produce the highest 
intellectual and physical results among 
men, and that the eighty years of army 
training in Germany proves that the 
Empire has made wonderful advancement 
in that respect, and that it is manifest in 
every art, business and industry. She has 
not only produced a high type of the 
physical man, but she has raised herself to 
the highest pitch of power and import­ 
ance, not merely as a dynamic factor, but 
as a scientific, philosophic and scholarly 
one. 
It must be confessed that this is a 
very ingenious argument. 
But the answer 
to it is obvious. 
The philosophic force 
that Germany has developed, and which is 
attributed by the writer quoted to the 
army system, is, and has been for half a 
century, at war with the army scheme, and 
some of its best efforts have been put forth 
to break it down. That same force has 
sent some of the brightest minds of Ger­ 
many into the socialistic ranks, and has 
compelled others to seek refuge in foreign 
lands. If the army training lias improved 
the physical and intellectual man, what 
would not the same amount of energy and 
the same expenditure of money have pro­ 
duced in the manhood of Germany if ex­ 
erted outside of the army ? The abstrac­ 
tion from industrial walks of these picked 
factors in the manliness of the Empire, 
while it has grouped a fine body of men, 
and has developed their physical capacity, 
has made harder the lot of the unpicked, 
and therefore the distinction between the 
laborers and the non-laborers has been 
more sharply defined, and the loss has 
been that of the latter. Since a chief aim 
of the nation should be to strive for the 
production of the ideal man, is it not ac­ 
cepted by economists that the true path to 
that end lies through the elevation of the 
laboring classes morally and intellectually, 
and that physical excellence is better pro­ 
moted through the conservation of labor, 
than by its degradation and over-burden­ 
ing? It is impossible to withdraw from 
the best productive forces of a country half 
of the workers, and cast the burden of the 
support of all upon the remainder, and 
not do injury to the latter, and for that 
m atter to the whole body. 
The argu­ 
ment of the writer from whom we quote, 
if good for anything at all, and if proving 
that the armv-trained 
workman com­ 
mands the higher wage because of his ca­ 
pacity, proves also that it would be the 
p art of wisdom to put the whole body of 
males into the army whether up to the 
severe standing of physical excellence 
now required or not. 
We cannot at this 
time take the space necessary to further 
point out the fallacious character of the 
argument of the New York writer, but the 
replies that can be made to him are ob­ 
vious to all thoughtful persons. 
Indetd, 
nothing else is needed than to point to 
the example of the advance of men in the 
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new world, who physically, morally and j 
intellectually have surpassed the German 
example, when the ages and advantages of 
the respective countries are taken into 
consideration. 


THE TILDEN W ILL. 


The late Samuel J. Tilden was an ac­ 
complished lawyer. Such a man, who was 
also a distinguished publicist, it would be 
supposed could draw a will for the disposi­ 
tion of his estate that would stand fire in 
the Courts. 
But it turns out that the 
cherished purpose of Mr. Tilden, the 
scheme upon which he had set his heart, 
and that he believed he had insured under 
his will, is to be defeated because of legal 
error. This is altogether too bad, for the 
provision for the endowment of new public 
libraries in the cities of New York, aud 
the setting up of which Mr. Tilden had 
so long contemplated, was one of the most 
commendable and high-minded bequests of 
the day. To secure the carrying out of 
bis wishes in the establishment of these 
means to knowledge, Mr. Tilden, by one 
clause of his will, directed the formation 
of a corporation to be known as the Tilden 
Trust, and to this body he directed should 
be turned over his residuary estate. Should 
the trust not be incorporated during the 
lifetime of two of his nieces, whom he 
named, the residue was, by the executors, 
to be 
applied 
to 
such 
educational 
and charitable purposes 
as in their 
judgment would render the widest and 
most substantial benefit to the interest of 
mankind. A nephew contested this clause 
of the will, on the ground that the discre­ 
tion vested in the trustees could not be 
controlled or exercised by another person 
or a Court, and therefore no duty was im­ 
posed that could be upheld or enforced by 
a court of equity, and as all trusts that are 
thus independent are invalid, the provis­ 
ion of the will escheating it most iail. 
The Supreme Court of New York sus­ 
tains this view. 
But the Justices take oc­ 
casion to express the deep regret they feel 
that so noble a scheme for the benefit of 
his fellow-men, and which Mr. Tilden had 
so long cherished aud planned out, should 
be defeated. The loss to the people is 
very great, but the doctrine of the law) 
which is the essence of reason, must not 
for that cause be defied. 
Lawyers of dis­ 
tinction in New York some time ago ex­ 
pressed tbe opinion that this would be the 
decision of the Court, and declared that it 
would be more than dangerous for it to 
hold otherwise. They aver that Mr. Til­ 
den was well informed upon the law of 
trusts, and had tried cases in which the 
doctrines of the law concerning them had 
been fully argued. They account for the 
error into which he fell by charging it to 
the enfeebled condition of his body at the 
time he drew his will, and which must 
have affected, to some exteat, his other­ 
wise clear and strong mind. 


SENATOB 
STANFORD. 


T h e people are thoroughly aroused on 
the subject of tbe reclamation of the Sutter 
Fort tract. It is now evident that they 
will supply the money needed to set the 
condemnation proceedings on foot. 
In a 
very brief time, and without any notice, 
more than a thousand dollars was sub­ 
scribed at Lewis & Co.’s yesterday morn­ 
ing for the “Fort Fund.” The thing to 
do is to erect some sort of organization to 
handle the fund, and to notify the people 
where they can subscribe their guarantees, 
This organization can also present the 
question of condemnation to the Trustees, 
and set on foot the proceedings necessary, 
if the Trustees consent to the scheme. It 
might be well to make the organization a 
corporation, in order to legally hold the 
money and disburse it in the proceedings. 
But whether incorporated or not, there 
should be set up some reliable body to 
whom the people and the societies in­ 
terested can pay over their subscriptions. 
It may be accepted that only condemna­ 
tion will save the fort tract as a reserve, 
and all steps taken from this time forward 
should be in that direction. 
If the owner 
wishes to stop the proceedings at any time, 
it is his privilege to do so by naming a 
price that is reasonable. 


Now t h a t both Stanley and Emin 
Pasha have failed to effect anything against 
the slave traders and slave murderers of 
Central Africa, the scheme of Cardinal 
Lavagerie ought to be revived. Less than 
a year ago he had his seven hundred 
picked men enrolled for the expedition, 
and there was money enough guaranteed 
for him, three times over, to meet all the 
expenses of the incursion. It was a scheme 
that was to move forward with the olive 
branch in one hand and the sword in the 
other, and behind the latter the ability to 
wield it with a spirit that would have con­ 
quered the Arab hounds who have been 
burning villages, killing the old and the in­ 
fants, and carrying the strong and the 
middle-aged and the youths into the most 
horrible captivity and bondage known to 
the world.

A gentleman who came down from the 
sngar-pine 
section 
on the Georgetown 
divide a few days ago, says that the con­ 
duct of the sheepmen up there daring the 
past few months has been simply outrageous. 
Two well-known sheep owners who live 
on the Cosumnes river brought their bands 
out of the mountains a few days ago, the 
herders setting fire to the timber in twenty 
or thirty places as they came out, and de­ 
stroying thousands of dollars worth of the 
finest timber, in order that there might be 
better pasture there 
next 
year. 
Un­ 
fortunately the owners of the timber were 
not on hand to shoot down the vandals as 
they deserved. Some of them are known, 
however, and if there is any way of reach­ 
ing them through the law, they have not 
yet heard the last of it. It is asserted by 
those who live in the mountains, that al­ 
most all of the destructive forest fires of 
tbe past few months have been deliberately 
started by the sheepmen.

Last winter George Smith, baggage-mas­ 
ter of the Southern Pacific Company in 
Sacramento, and several other gentlemen, 
secured quite a large piece of land about 
two miles from Palermo, in Butte county, 
on what is known as the P. C. Dresher 
tract. They commenced clearing the virgin 
land of its oak trees in February, and dur­ 
ing the last half of the month of March set 
out some eleven thousand budded orange 
trees of different varieties. Mr. Smith took 
forty acres aud set cut 3,600 trees on thirty 
acres of it. 
Yesterday he received from the man in 
charge of the place a branch cut from one 
of the trees which had growing upon it two 
good-sized green orange3. and he is satis­ 
fied that next year he will be abont to 
make an exhibit in the citrus fair of fruit 
grown upon these tree9. 
This certainly 
looks as if Palermo is very near “the home 
of the orange.”

THE PROPOSED ENLARGEMENT OF THE 
DRAINAGE CANAL. 


C ou n ty a n d C ity to J o in H a n d s -T id e - 


TVater to bo B ro u g h t to th e 


L im its o f th e C ity. 


There is at last a prospect that the so- 
called drainage canal, which is supposed to 
carry hence the sewage of the city, will 
short be so enlarged and improved as to 
render greater relief to the city, and to all 
property-owners along the line of the 
canal. The ditch th at is now dignified by 
th e title of “ canal ” has never aflorded the 
desired relief to the city, nor has it been of 
any benefit to the land along its route, the 
owners of which contributed toward the 
cost of its construction. The m atter of en­ 
larging and im proving the canal has been 
a perennial subject for discussion in public 
and private bodies of late years, but n oth­ 
ing has been done toward enhancing its 
efficiency. 
Recently the Supervisors aDd City Trus­ 
tees agreed to hold a joint m eeting on the 
subject, and to invite thereto the land­ 
owners along the canal and those in the 
lower end of ¡he county whose interests are 
affected by the drainage. 
The m eeting was 
held yesterday at the room of the Board o f 
Supervisors, during the regular session of 
m at body. There were present ¡Supervisors 
Tebbets, Bates, Greer and Biacfc, Mayor 
Gregory, and City Trustees M cLaughlin 
and Wolf, ex-Senator W illiam Johnston, 
District A ttorney Bruner, Jam es Welch, 
Joseph Sims, C turles A. Hull, Geo. Hack] 
J. McNatser, F . L. Landsboroagh, A. A b­ 
bott, R. H unt and several others. 
Chairm an Tebbets stated the object of 
the consultation. 
He said that a few years 
ago, as he understood the situation, the 
land owners below the city were willing 
that the c iv drainage canal'should be cut 
through tneir lands with the urderstam l- 
ing that the city would have the canal 
opened through to Snodgrass el: ugh. 
But 
it had only been completed as far as 
B 'oom ’s lake. 
As Ibere was considerable 
com plaint made cs to the condition of the 
canal, it was deetm d advisable to hold a 
consultation with the land-ow ners and 
City arustees w i;h a view to arriving at 
some plan of action that would grant relief 
to all the parties concerned. 
Supervisor Greer spoke on the subiect, 
staring the facs as they exist. 
He thought 
that if the drainage canal conid be placed 
in proper condition and opened through to 
Snodgras3 slough it would increase the 
assessable property affected not less than 
hall a m illion dollars. He said that County 
Surveyor Boyd had prepared a repoiton 
the subj-ct and a map by means of which 
he would explain to tbose present the 
route of th e canal, and how and where the 
proposed im provem ent shonld be made. 
Mr. Boyd read bis report to the meeting 
and illustrated his points by m eans ot the 
m ap. 
H is report was as follows: 
7b the Honorable Boards o f Supervisors and City 
Trasloes—G e s r ¡.kmi:n : A t th e regular m eeting 
o f the Board of Supervisors in A pril, lci'J, a res­ 
olution was introduced by E. Greer, Supervisor 
from th e Fourth District, looking torw ard to, 
an d 
w ith th e d istinct 
object in 
view of 
d rain in g th e w aters from such of th e eouuty 
roads as lie w esterly from th e upper Stockton 
road, and inclusive thereof; such roads having 
in the past been subject to flooding from n a tu ­ 
ral rainfalls, property adjacent thereto in u n ­ 
dated. road grades w ashed aw av or dam aged 
a n d ¡ravel seriously im peded. 
A survey was th en m ade, by order of the 
Board o f Supervisors, to determ ine the practica­ 
bility of constructing a drain ditch along the 
side of ih e Lower Stockton road from the 
Ixuiisiana t act to E lder creek, a dislance of 
about three m iles; th e results of this survey are 
em bodied in a report filed w ith the Clerk o f th e 
Board on May 10, 18S9, proving in general the 
feasibility an d practicability o f the proposed 
w ork, and show ing an average fall of four leet 
p er m ile to E lder creek. 
T hroughou1 th e greater portion of the d istance 
from th.s point to Sims lake, the n atu ral bed 
of E lder creek has been em arged, both in w idth 
and depth, to facilitate au d increase its carry 
ing capacity. 
Sim s lake is th e n atu ral receptacle and drain 
basin of all th a t seetion o f Sacram ento county 
from Sacram ento city on th e north an d the 
Stockton roads on th e cast, and including tire 
w atersheds of W illow siough and E lder creek. 
I t also receives a id 'tra n sm its to th e southw ard 
th a t por; ion of th e drainage o f Sacram ento city 
w hicn flows through th e d rainage canal. 
At th e present tim e, th e above m entioned 
drainage r aters from th e countv reads is iorced 
through a scries of road drains or ditches into 
Widow- slough; thence w esterly an d northerly 
to G uindon lake, n e ar R iverside; thence over a 
tortuous and circuitous route—covering in all a 
distance of about tw elve m iles—to Sims lake, as 
against five m iles over th e proposed route along 
th e Lower St *cktoa road aud Elder creek. 
T he drainage can al from Sacram ento city is 
constructed from the city lim its, a t or n ear N inth 
and Y s r cts, southerly to G uindon Lake, 
w hence the drainage w aters, com m ingling w ith 
th e w aters of said ¡ake and th e n atu ral surlace 
drainage ot th e w ater-shed of W illow Slough, 
are led through a second section of canal to 
Sim s’ L ake, thence to B each’s Lake through a 
natu ral ch an n el from So to 50 teet in w idth and 
o! a sufficient depth to com pletely drain Sims’ 
Lake. 
B each’s Lake connects directly witli 
G ourley’s Lake, covering in ex ten t about 1,000 
acres. G ourley’s Lake is connected w ith W hit­ 
com b’s Lake, across th e lands o f N M. Fay, by 
m e a u so f au artifi ial canal about 9,000 feet iu 
length an d 20 feet iu w idth, th e bed ot w hich— 
composed o f soft loam and adobe m ixed—is. on 
au average, about \% feet hig h er than the aver- 
a e bed of (tourley s Lake, th e greatest irregu­ 
larities iu grade being about 3 feet above th e 
average n atu ral bed oi th e lake. 
From W hitcom b’s Lake th e w aters are led 
through another section o f canal, over a n d across 
th e lau d s of Vi. s. Jacobs a n d D elia Bloom, to 
B loom 's Lake, w here perceptible tides w ork 
from Snodgrass Slough through a canal con­ 
necting w ith th e low er end of Bloom 's Lake. 
T hat sec tion of the city d rainage canal front 
the city to Sims’ Lake is, for about one-half its 
en tire length, grown up in brush an d tule, 
thereby greatly decreasing its effectiveness an d 
retard in g co a large ex ten t the n a tu ra l flow in 
th e canal. 
T h at section of the canal from W hitcom b's to 
Bloom - Lake is, in length, about 6,100 feet a n d 
14 feet w ide, dug to au indifferent grade, level 
a t intervals for a considerable distauce, au d 
show ing finally a rise in th e grade at its south­ 
e r v extrem ity o f seven-tenths o f a foot. 
For a distauce of about 4,Ojo feet th is can al 
h as been dug through h ard-pan—w hich layer, 
from th e best inform ation obtainable, is but 4 
to 4JÍ feet th ic k —to a depth vary from 3 to 4 
feet. 
D uring th e high stages of th e floodw aters of 
the M okelum ne aud Cosumnes rivers, these 
w aters are forced through a break in th e levees 
n ear th e confluence of these stream s, and ru sh 
northerly au d w esterly over an d across th e 
lands of D. G lann an d others in th a t vicinity, 
and flood those lands to th e northw ard, and, in 
one instance noted, backing th e w ater up as far 
northerly as Guindon Lake, an d com pletely 
flooding th a t section of th e county. 
T he proposition o f reclaim ing county roads 
h as led to a rem onstrance being filed by pro- 
perty-ow ners ow ning lauds in the above nam ed 
ctraiu-basiu, 
they 
claim ing a possible in ­ 
creased dam age thereby, an d fu rth er claim ­ 
in g th a t it is the d istinct obligation of the 
City of Sacram ento, through ira Trustees, to 
hav e th is canal, as above m entioned, dug to a 
grade or system of grades to tide w ater, such 
obligation having been im posed by decree of 
th e Suprem e Court. 
C om pared lo th e beneficial effects to be de­ 
rived therefrom , the cost of grading is a m ere 
nom inal sum . a n d e a n be borne by all parties 
interested, acting jointly. 
in addition to the grading o f th e canal as 
above m entioned, it is the opinion o f th e land 
ow ners adjacent to Bloom 's l ake, th a t the city 
should b ear a proportion of th e expense of clos­ 
ing th e aiorem entroned break at th e ju n ctio n of 
th e M okelum ne and Cosumnes rivers, the bal­ 
ance to be subscribed by the property owners. 
Respectfully subm itted, J. C. Boyd, C. E., 
County Surveyor. 
Sacram ento, Not. 8, 1SS9. 
Mr. Johnston asked Mr. Boyd if he was 
certain that Bloom’s lake connected w ith 
tide-water. 
Mr. Boyd said that such was the result of 
his investigation, and Mr. Johnston said he 
was glad to learn it, as he had lived in the 
neighborhood tor forty years and had never 
know n that tide-water came up there. 
He 
added that as a matte» of fact it did not. 
Some further discussion ensued over the 
report. 
Mr. Sims said the canal m ust be 
widened below the "Pocket” before the sur­ 
plus water can be carried off. 
Mr. Boyd said it would be a m istake to 
widen the canal w ithout first providing for 
handling the back-water of the Mokel­ 
um ne, as otherwise the result would be to 
fill up the lakes m uch sooner than now. 
George H ack said the people down below 
there had been drowned out long enough, 
and would not stand it any longer. Sacra­ 
m ento city could have good drainage if she 
would go to the expense of digging a good 
deep canal from Snodgrass slough to tide­ 
water. A dredger m ust be put in and a 
good cana opened ail the wav np to the 
Y-street levee 
It would cost $150,000, but 
it must be done in order to get good drain­ 
age for the o il;. Then there is the back­ 
water of the M okeiamne river, which m ust 
be fought, as well as that of the Sacra­ 


m ento river. The M okelumne m ust be 
kept back before any relief can be had. It 
wiil require a big, strong levee and flood 
gates in order to handle the back-water. 
In reply o questions by Chairm an Teb­ 
bets, Mr. H ack said he was o re of the 
original non-consenting land-owners, and 
had threatened the city with damage suits. 
Mr. Bates said he was in favor of aiding 
in the im provem ent of the canal, but it 
was useless to talk about the city and 
county going to work to try and hold back 
the Sacram ento and M okelumne rivers in 
order to protect a few land-owners down 
there. 
Mr. Johnston said the only proper outlet 
for the drainage was through Snodgrass 
Slough, but not a shovelful of earth had 
ever been dug to let the drainage into 
that slough. 
Mr. Bassett had run the 
canal into the tules down there, but did 
not go w ithin several hundred vards of 
Snodgrass Slough. The latter would afford 
a perfect drainage for the city if the canal 
thereto was deep enough and of proper 
dimensions. 
Mr. Bassett was never a 
friend ot the canal, and bis work showed 
it. So long as water is allowed to flow in 
its natural way the people on the low lands 
wonld m ake no objection, but wheu water 
was forced on them by artificial means then 
they would kick, aud keep on kicking. 
T he land owners down there now had an 
injunction against the city, and could 
close the canal at Freeport at any time, but 
had not done so because they desire to give 
the city a chance to remedy the evil. 
He 
said the canal m ust be commenced at tide­ 
water and followed up on that level. The 
people there did not object to having water 
drained down upon them , provided there 
was some way found to carry it off again. 
As it nowjis,the water is thrown upon them 
and allowed to remain there. 
He had 
spent $1,1U0 of his own money to help take 
the drainage off, bnt he had it still. Over 
$100.0X) had been expended the last year in 
building fine bridges to help some parts of 
the county, and he believed the people on 
the low lands were now entitled to relief. 
H e ventured to say th at three-fourths of 
the Sacramento lands, including the city, 
now draiued down into that locality. 
A 
cinal thirty to sixty feet wide should be 
dug that would convey the tide water 
right up to the city, and then the ebb and 
flow would handle the drainage. Besides, 
a grand highway would thus be provided 
that would be of more benefit than the Sac­ 
ram ento river to a large section of the 
county. H e thought that $25,000 would 
build a good dredger, and run it from 
Snodgrass slough right up to Sacram ento 
city. 
Colonel McXasser said that a few years 
ago he could run a steamboat on his land, 
and had expended hundreds of dollars to 
protect his laud. 
The land is rich and fer­ 
tile, or would be if reclaimed. 
H e was as­ 
sessed $160 an acre on land that now will 
not grow a spear of grass. H e agreed with 
Mr. Johnston, that a good canal to tide­ 
water would not only telieve Sacramento 
city, but open up thousands of acres of the 
best land in the county, and add imm ensely 
to the taxable wealth of the county. 
Mr. Johnston called attention to the fact 
that the land in the Pearson district was 
ten years ago w orth about $1 an acre, but 
now that it is reclaimed, it is assessed at $80 
an acre. 
Trusiee 
M cLaughlin said that Sacra­ 
m ento city had not sent any water through 
the Y-street canal since las: May, and that 
therefore did not contribute m uch toward 
the nuisance complained of. 
M ayor Gregory said that the Trustees 
had considered the m atter in its various 
forms. 
He had conversed with m any 
farmers on the subject, and found that very 
few of them agreed upon any definite plan. 
Some wanted one thing done and some an­ 
other. Sacramento city contributes but 
very little toward the quantity of water 
that flows npon the low lands in the south­ 
ern end of tue couuty, and all this talk 
about damage suits against the city doe3 
not am ount to anything. 
He suggested 
that the people on the low iands get together, 
come to some understanding as to what 
they desire and appoint a comm ittee with 
full power to consult with ihe Supervisors 
and City Trustees a- to the better course to 
pursue.’ The City Trustees stood ready to 
do all in their power in the m atter of rem ­ 
edying the evil. 
Mr. Johnston replied that the people 
down his way were willing to allow the 
Supervisors to act for them , in their official 
capacity, and if the latter would visit the 
locality affected they could readily see 
what was necessary to be done. H e thought 
the Supervisors and Trustees could handie 
thp m atter themselves. 
Mr. H ull also spoke on the subject, in ­ 
dorsing in the main the rem arks of Mr. 
Johnston. H e held that the city required 
better drainage, that there would be less 
sickness in localities along the canal, if 
the drainage were improved, and the tax­ 
able wealth of the county would be in­ 
creased at least a m illion dollars. 
Mr. Coyle said that a good canal would 
be a great benefit to all the lands south of 
the cily. , 
Mr. Sims said he could see no objection 
to the citizens of the lower end of the 
county coining together and appointing a 
com m ittee to confer w ith the Supervisors 
and Trustees in regard to the m atter. It 
m ight have a good effect; the Supervisors 
and Trustees desired it, and it should be 
done. 
Supervisor Tebbets moved that the Board 
instruct the County Surveyor to represent 
the county in the m atter, to inspect the 
canal and its proposed outlet in conjunc­ 
tion with the City Surveyor, and to report to 
the Board at as early a date as possible. So 
ordered. 
District A ttorney B runer addressed the 
m eeting and stated the legal propositions 
involved. 
PROrERTY-OWPtEBS’ AGREEMENT. 
The citizens met during the recess of the 
Supervisors. W illiam Johnston was chosen 
to preside, and E. Greer as Secretary. 
On motion of Joseph Sims, a committee 
of five was appointed to take charge of the 
proposed regrading of the Sacramento City 
drainage canal, to confer with the Board 
of Supervisors and City Trustees. 
T he com m it’ee was named as follows: 
Colonel Janies McXasser. Joseph Sims, A. 
D. H unt, George Hack and Mr. Andeison. 
On motion the Chairman was added to 
the comm ittee. 
The following resolution, offered by Mr. 
Sims, was adopted: 
Resolved, 1 hat we, the undersigned, taxpayers 
a n d residenLs on th e line of th e Sacram ento 
d rainage canal, do hereby pledge ourselves lo 
be satisiied w ith such action and advice as m ay 
be given by th e com m ittee heretofore appointed 
by us to confer w ith the Board o f Supervisors of 
Sacram ento County and Trustees of sacram ento 
City in ih e m atter ot reconstructing th e d ra in ­ 
age canal from Sacram ento City to Snodgrass 
Slough, or in m aking any proposed alterations 
thereto. 
T he resolution wss signed by W m. Jo h n ­ 
ston. C A. H ull, Joseph Sims, Myron 
Sm ith, Jam es McXasser, L. M. Lincoln, Jas. 
Coyle, Rock H unt, George Hack, A. G.

sentative that he had learned that the Gov 
ercm ent Architect held that nothing could 
be done until an additional appropriation 
of some $20.000 could be had. to cover the 
co3t of laying such a foundation as was 
deemed necessary from the report m ade to 
that officer. 
“ And what would be the Drospect of get­ 
ting such an appropriation ?” ilie reporter 
asked.

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THE ENGLISH SPARROW 


’■VIGOROUSLY DENOUNCED BY CASSIUS 


M. CLAY.

gentleman 
returning to 
San Francisco from Australia brought with 
him two pairs of English sparrows, which 
were subsequently turned loose in that 
city. 
From these two pairs of birds the 
increase has been so enormous that the 
Btate is now overrun with the little pests, 
and active measures are being taken in 
many cities to get rid of the nuisance. 
The same state of afiairs exists throughout 
the East, and there is a universal demand 
for the destruction of the sparrows. 
Among those who have given the sub­ 
ject special attention, is Cassius M. Clay, 
of W hitehall, Ky., who sends the follow­ 
ing letter to the editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Jou rnal: 
In your journal of June 12th ultimo, a 
writer, “T. S.,” attempts to defend the E n­ 
glish sparrow, in reply to my paper call­ 
ing for its destruction. 
I first saw the “house sparrow,” which 
is European in its origin, in St. Peters­ 
burg, Russia (latitude 60° north), in 1861. 
It feeds in great numbers in the streets of 
St. Petersburg, winter and summer. 
The 
wealthy of that city use private carriages; 
but as there were then no street cars, the 
mass of the people used the single-seat 
droskey, drawn by the small Finland horses. 
These horses, of course, are very numer­ 
ous, and feed upon grain in troughs in the 
streets. 
When to these are added the 
horses of the army and private subjects, the 
number affords great droppings, in addition 
to the lost grain, which seems to be the 
only feed of the sparrow the year round. I 
saw” no caterpillars in the surroundings of 
St. Petersburg, and in fact, no birds but 
the gray European jackdaw. 
I never heard the question of their de­ 
stroying caterpillars discussed till my re­ 
turn to America in 1869. 
My objection, 
however, to this sparrow was its filthy 
habits, soiling all the buildings of the city. 
As I am a great lover of birds, and their 
life-long defender, I listened very cau­ 
tiously to the sparrow discussion before 1 
deserted thepi, with the majority of Amer­ 
icans, as being granivorous, but partially 
insectivorous, and destructive of almost 
the whole of the cultivated floras, and the 
exterminator of our beautiful insectivorous 
songsters. 
As soon as I saw them on my grounds, 
in 1880, I at once shot and ate them, as 
they are delicious for the table. 
This prac­ 
tice I continued ever sin ce; but the num­ 
bers coming from our county town, Rich­ 
mond. six miles (air line) away, or else­ 
where, have increased until I have been 
forced to ask for help. 
Having giveu all my experience here, I 
was without proof that “T. S.” was wrong; 
so I sought for the experience of others, 
and finally got a volume of 400 pages (sent 
by the Secretary, Hon. J. M. Rusk), de­ 
voted to all the issues in contest. 
This 
work, of the most thorough and elaborate 
kind ever published, is issued by the Ife- 
partment as Bulletin iso. II., Washington, 
1SS9. 
It is prepared, by Dr. C. Hart Mer- 
riam, Ornithologist, and by W alter B. 
Barrows, Assistant Ornithologist (1888). 
These men, having as scientists all the 
mental breadth and logic which made 
Junius celebrated as a political writer, 
sustain all the positions of my first letter 
and settle the question forever. 
I might 
be content to slop here: but for the com­ 
mon good I give a brief synopsis of the 
facts and reasoning. 
The “English sparrow” (Passer domesticus), 
it says, is indigeneous to Europe, and 
should not be called English, but the 
“house sparrow,” which its scientific name 
indicates. 
The house sparrow must not 
be confounded with the American sparrow 
— “chippy” (Spizella socials), which is much 
smaller and not gregarious, building in 
honeysuckles and shrubs at our very doors 
in well-made nests. 
The English sparrow was first intro­ 
duced into America in 1850, but took hold 
as a self-supporter several years later. 
It 
had already been condemned for centuries 
in the old countries; and, imported into 
Australia and New Zealand in modern 
times, it is a terrible pest, like the rabbit. 
The importation first began in the cities, 
followed the highways of travel, following 
the 
favorite 
food—grains 
and animal 
droppings, undigested grains—and, like 
mosquitoes, even carried in empty cars. 
F illing up the cities, it has spread into 
the country, and has learned to build rude 
nests, as other birds, in trees. 
It remains 
the year round in one place, and only emi­ 
grates in search of nesting places and more 
food. 
At the lowest estimate it breeds, 
say five young birds at a setting, and sets 
five times a year. 
If the first springlings 
themselves don’t breed the first year, there 
would be twenty-five birds from one pair 
in a single year— the product of the elder 
birds of the same year. 
The Agricultural 
Department gives the increase of a pair of 
birds in ten years, under the most favor­ 
able conditions, as follows:

‘O n th e sid e w a lk in fro n t o f th e tw o b u ild ­ 


ings, two large spreading elms, standing 
between some maples, showed every leaf 
eaten from them, disclosing the nesting 
boxes among their branches, and their 
trunks and limbs dotted thickly or clus­ 
tered with easily recognized egg-bearing 
cocoons of the orggia (tent caterpillar). 
Hundreds of miniature caterpillars were 
traveling over the trees, fences and walls 
adjoining.” 
Forest and Stream (Vol. X X IX . p. 164, 
September 22, 1S87) states that web cater­ 
pillars (doubtless Hyphantria is meant), 
having become exceedingly numerous upon 
a Virginia creeper inSing Sing, N. Y., en­ 
tirely denuded it and so exposed the roosts 
of the sparrows that the birds had to give 
w ay and move their quarters. 
Xo better evidence could be given of the 
perfect immunity afforded to the cater­ 
pillars from their enemies, whether birds 
or insects, by the presence of the spar­ 
rows. 
(Q. E. D.) 
If the caterpillars have disappeared 
from Louisville, it is due to other causes 
than the presence of the English sparrow. 
Many species of the flora and fauna ap­ 
pear at long intervals, as the rag weed and 
white clover. 
Sadden changes of tem­ 
perature, fatal diseases, etc., may have 
abated the web-caterpillar for a time, and 
it may be now slowly recruiting for new 
conquests. 
Some years ago the army worm in Madi­ 
son county destroyed whole fields of verd­ 
ure. 
A line over one hundred yards long 
entered my landscape grounds; 
but a 
thousand birds (more or less) with not an 
English sparrow in the tlock, attacked 
these smooth worms, and they were de­ 
stroyed before they advanced sixty feet. 
But the limits of thisarticle forbids fur­ 
ther summary of the “Bulletin No. II,” of 
the Agricultural Department, further than 
to say that the English sparrow is emi­ 
nently granivorous; that it is a foul bird, 
defacing buildings and shrubbery, and 
causing typhoid by the water; eating no 
insects which is not more effectually done 
by the songsters ; that it destroys all the 
flora, with few exceptions; that it exter­ 
minates the songsters, the true insect- 
eaters. 
And the “ English sparrow must go.” 
By legislation and private bounties, 
traps, poison, encouraging natural ene­ 
mies, and by the shotgun! 
The wine pest phyloxera injured France 
more than the German war, and the 
United States may snfler more from the 
English sparrow than from her two wars. 
Let the bluebird, the robin, etc., be cul­ 
tivated in the cities. 
The redbird (Car- 
dinalis Virginianus) is the wildest of our 
songsters, but by the crumb-box and pro­ 
tection it has come to be as gentle as 
“chippy,” and eats the grapes from the 
walls of my library. 
They are no tres­ 
passers, however, and pay me with their 
beautiful plumage and year-round song.

w ith Secretary 
Stanton in th e busy office at the W h ite 
H ouse, in 1862, w h ile “little Tad” called 


from the [hall below; but getting no an­ 
sw er h e rushed into h is fith er’s presence, 
laid h is hand on h is arm, and said: 
‘ O 


father, do come down and see the poor 
m an and the little girl. 
She cries so, 


father, and she says Mr. Lincoln can cure 
her papa, she knows." 


Secretary Stanton asks, “ Tad won’t I do 


as w ell ? 
Let m e go, w h ile your father 
sign s these papere.” 
“N o, n o ! 
J ust father; he’s the best— 
h e helps everybody, you know.” 
Mr. Lincoln could no more refuse his 
little eager boy than he could stop the 
■war; so he slowly rose, took Tad by the 
hand, and went down the stairway into 
th e large hall; and lying on the m arble 
floor, w ith an old gray coat under h is head, 
they found a dying man. 
Close beside 
him , w ith her sm all hands clasped around 
h is neck, 
knelt a child, 
a blue-eyed 
little girl, about eigh t years old. 
S he raised her wild, tearful face and 
sobbed, “Oh, Mr. Lincoln, they told m e if 
I could get to W ashington you would cure 
m y papa. 
See— see how cold and tired he 
i s ! 
And now he is going to sleep.” 
Tad tugged at the long coat till h is tall 
father knelt down too, and laid h is dark 
face on the old jacket that had already 
ceased to stir, w ith the heart underneath. 
T h e servants and a surgeon came, they 
laid the man on a c o t; but he was dead. 
T h e great east room o f the W h ite H ouse 
was then used as a hospital. 
T he beauti­ 
ful carpet had been taken up, covers had 
been drawn over the satin and velvet fur­ 
niture, and the vast place, eigh ty-six feet 
long and forty feet wide, was closely filled 
w ith cots, mattresses and blankets. 
One 
could just pass between the rows of wound­ 
ed and dying men. 
T he little girl watched eagerly every 
m ovem ent of the doctor, and when Mr. 
L incoln said in a low voice, “Come now— 
com e w ith Tad, m y dear,” she seemed to 
know 
the 
truth. 
She 
threw 
herself 
across the cot, kissing th e still face, run­ 
ning her fingers through the m atted hair, 
aud calling, “ Papa, do you hear m e?” 
B ut the soldier had gone beyond the roll- 
call and battlefield, and the sad President 
bent tenderly over him w ith a heart heavy 
and bowed down w ith care. 
Suddenly one long cry and the doctor 
took the child in his arms and carried her 
to Mrs. Lincoln’s room, where Bhe lay for 
hours lik e one dead. She looked like a 
bit o f a flower grown under a warm South­ 
ern sky, but a storm had swept over the 
blossom. 
She had wonderful eyes, such as 
th e Indians would call “eyes of the sky,” 
soft, fair cheeks, yellow , tangled hair, and 
such a pretty throat, over w hich somebody 
had pinned a rag of a shawl. 
T he little 
body was exhausted and worn w ith the 
journey; her whole nature had sunk under 
the strain. 
P inned to the bosom of her torn waist 
was a ragged strip of paper on w hich was 
w ritten iu p en cil: 
To President Abraham Lincoln: This man will 
be passed through the lines, lie will die. The 
family are killed. I can’t separate the child 
from him . Take care of her. Name, Tennes­ 
see Carter. 
Ü. S. G ran t. 
“God pity and bless her!” said Mr. L in­ 
coln, as he went back to his work. 
“W here is mother, and why don’t she 
com e ?” asked the im patient Tad, as lie 
wandered up and down behind the doctor 
and the servants w hile “little M issy” was 
m ade comfortable. 
1 
“Don’t know, Master Tad, but w'hat do 
you think she w ill say to this child ?” 
“ N ow , Albert,” Ted answered, very con­ 
fidently, “you know that my owu father 
said she was to stay here in this very place 
w ith me, and m other’ll think that’s all 
right, too.” 
A nd she stayed. 
In the delirium of 
fever she sang "D ixie,” talked about home 
and the flowers, o f “Joe,” and “mamma ;” 
and the blue eyes opened to strange faces 
as she lay in the pretty south room of the 
President’s home. 
She was nursed 
by 
“ M ammy Jane,” and held tenderly on her 
big black breast, and soothed w ith all the 
love and all the crooning scngso f M am my’s 
warm heart. 
“ D e Lawd love dc po’ lamli— po’ lamb,” 
she would say, as she bent her gaily tur- 
baued head over the sunny curls ; and “de 
good 
Lawd hoi’ de sw eet lamb on H is 
heart.” 
“ M ammy, sing, sing!" Tennie would 
c r y ; “sing ‘Maryland, m y M aryland,’ as 
papa did.” 
Everybody in the W h ite H ouse loved 
th e pretty child. 
T he busy .Secretaries on 
their way to the Cabinet m eetings always 
g iv e Tad and iiis com paniou a word as they 
passed them in the wide h alls or out on 
th e green between the W ar Departm ent 
and the E xecutive M ansion. T hey uamed 
h er “the little rebel,” and Tad claim ed her 
as h is own. 
B ut the big house was full of confusion; 
the summer nights were plain tive w ith the 
groans of the wounded and dyin§ ; the 
streets echoed to little besides the m arch­ 
in g of armies and the beating o f drums.

W in t e r S uccotash.— T his can lie made 
of dry L im a beans and canned corn which 
m ay be left from former dinners. 
Warm 
them over together w ith a little m ilk and 
butter, and thickeu the m ilk w ith a little 
flour. 
B ro w n B r e a d .— One pint of Indian 
m eal, one-half cup of molasses, one table­ 
spoonful of salt, two-thirds cup of yeast and 
one pint of hot water; m ix, let it rise, 
steam three or four hours and brown the 
top a little in an oven. 


H a z e l P u d d i n g — Beat two eggs very 
w ell, add to them one gill of new m ilk, 
two ounces of castor sugar, one ounce of 
finely shred 
orange peel, and enough 
I oundeil nuts to form a stifi'paste. Bake in 
i ’•'uttered dish lor an hour. 


a k e d St e a k .—A good way to cook 
sU , V when the top of the stove is occupied 
is tD place it in a tin, season with pepper 
and salt, cover with another tin and hake 
one hour. 
To those that relish them, 
onions placed between the slices make an­ 
other dish for the table. 
R oast P a r t r id g e s.— Pluck, draw and 
wipe dry, cut oft' the head, leaving suffi­ 
cient skin on the neck to skewer back, rub 
w ith salt and pepper and sprinkle a little 
sage inside, bring the legs close to the 
breast, pass skewer through the thick part 
of the thighs, roast thirty m inutes, haste 
w ith butter frequently, and serve with 
gravy and fried halls o f dressing. 
C h ic k e n P o t p ie .— O ne p air of chick­ 
ens, jo in t them and boil in th ree q u arts of 
w ater, w ith a few slices o f salt pork added; 
season w ith salt and pepper. 
W hen th ey 
are 
nearly done add a crust m ade of 
one q u a rt of Hour, one saltspoonful o f salt, 
four tablespoonfuls of baking pow der, m ix 
w ith w atei or m ilk to a stiff h a tte r and 
drop into th e k ettle w hile th e chicken is 
b o ilin g ; cover very close and cook h a lf an 
hour. 


E n g l is h M i t f i n s . — M ake up over n ig h t 
one quart of flour w ith cold water as soft as 
you can handle it. 
P ut in a little salt and 
a quarter cake (dissolved) of V ienna yeast. 
S tir together and set aside in a warm 
place. 
T he next morning beat up one egg, 
yolk and w hite separately, to a stiff paste. 
Put it in th e m ixture and heat well w ith a 
spoon. 
Bake iu large muffin rings oh a 
griddle. 


H e a d Ch e e s e .— Clean and scrape th e 
pigs’ heads, boil them iu salted w ater u n til 
th e flesh loosens from th e bones. 
T ake out 
th e m eat, season w ith salt anil pepper in 
th e proportion of one ounce of pepper to 
four of salt, and any herbs you m ay prefer 
— sw eet basil and th y m e are good— stir 
thoroughly, tie ia a th in cloth an d hang 
it to d rain . 
W h en perfectly cold and dry 
tak e it from th e cloth and p u t u n d er 
pressure to shape it for slicing. 


Q uince W in e.— Grate twenty large ripe 
quinces, taking care not to touch the cores; 
throw them into a gallon of spring water 
I and boii gently for tw enty m inutes. Strain 
into an earthenware pan on two pounds of 
loaf su gar; add the peel and juice of two 
large lem ons; stir it about till cool, then 
put in a piece o f toast covered w ith brew­ 
ers’ yeast, and let the pan stand closely 
covered for twenty-four hoars. 
Take out 
the toast and lemon peel, put the wine into 
a cask, and let it stand three m onths be­ 
fore bottling. 
W hen the fruit is strained 
it must he wrung hard through a coarse 
cloth.

In th e ta ttle of the second day Budge 
chose to take part in the conflict ou our 
right, and seemed to enjoy it. 
H e was 
very busy that day, and had got so that he 
could made good tim e on three legs. 
H e 
had plenty of balls and shells, I can tell 
you, to look after, too. 
W hen the fight 
was over along in the afternoon Budge was 
m issing. 
T he next morning in passing 
through the terrible cornfield in search of 
eur dead and wounded soldiers, some of 
the boys ran across the lifeless body of old 
Budge, and, by his side, was the body of a 
wounded member of the brigade who had 
been in the habit of feeding him . 
Budge, 
he said, remained with him when lie fell, 
and when the rebels 6wept through the 
cornfield in one of the numerous charges 
made, Budge defended him against what 
he knew was the assault of an enem y, and 
was shot down, loyal to the last to the 
cause, the old Hag, and the Constitution 
and the Union, too, if you please, if he was 
nothing hut a dog.”

Take the average Congressman 
who endeavors to live w ithin h is modest 
salary and he lives in a very unpretentious 
way. 
A cheap boarding-house, say from 
§8 to $10 a week (boarding-house equal to 
a clerk’s boarding-house in P hiladelphia), 
is h is temporary home. 
H is social life is 
a narrow one, as must necessarily be the 
life o f a representative who has no wealth 
to squander. 
H e is a fit 
prey of the 
lobbyist, an easy subject fcr shrewd job­ 
bers. for he sees the others livin g in clover 
and knows that it is w ithin his reach, and 
the tem ptation is not always resisted. But 
take it all in all, the Congressmen do not 
always live “high,” not in the elegant 
style which newspaper correspondents de­ 
ligh t in picturing. 
Very few, if any, of 
them save any money out of their salary. 
It is possible for a man to live, but his 
standing is im paired and 
his prospects 
damaged beyond repair. 
There is no 
reason why a man could not live w ithin 
his means beyond that of social pleasure. 
— Washington Star.

German Ends.

SUSPICIOUS AUSTRIA. 
B ism arck’s D iplom acy— The Czar W ould 
Like British India. 
L o n d o n , November 8'b.—Already there 
are signa of dissensions in the new league 
of brotherhood, which was to offer perpet­ 
ual security for the peace of Europe. The 
Emperor of Austria begins to have serious 
doubts whether he has not been used by 
Germany as a catspaw. The recent visit of 
William II. to the Sultau has evidently re­ 
sulted in a good understanding between 
the Porte and Germany, and wbat is much 
more important, it is believed the meeting 
between the Emperor and the Czar at Ber­ 
lin is likely to lead to very close relations 
between their Governments. 
It is even stated that a marriage has been 
arranged between the Czarowitcb and 
Princess Margaret of Prussia. If that be 
true the alliance which Austria made with 
Germany has tied the bands of the former 
power, while it has left Russia free to pur­ 
sue her Eastern policy without fear of seri­ 
ous check. 
This is a coup worthy of the fame and 
skill of Prince Bismarck. In the time of 
William I Russia held aloof from Ger­ 
many. The old monarch, on his death­ 
bed, recommended bis grandson to " keep 
on good terms with Russia,” and it is not 
difficult to conceive by whom this advice 
was inspired. 
During the brief reign of Emperor Fred­ 
erick the general position was unchanged, 
but the pupil of Bismarck lost no time in 
endeavoring to carry out bis preceptor’s in­ 
junctions. Russia obstinately turned -a 
deaf ear to his overtures. Then the triple 
alliance was formed, and the Czar saw be 
was in danger of having his flank turned 
by Austria. A lesser power was employed 
to lure the larger one into the net. When 
this end is secured it will not much matter 
whether Austria approves or disapproves of 
the use which has been made of her. She 
would not be nble to move hand or foot 
against the will of the stronger powers. 
It may weh be that Russia has still larger 
designs in view. Some people appear to 
imagine that her Asiatic policy has come 
to its natural end and will be pursued no 
further. There are m ny persons in Eng­ 
land who hold that Ti 
Russia has not 
spent millions in extending her Asiatic 
frontier toward India, only to recede when 
she is within sight of the promised land. 
That is not the principle on which Russia 
or any other great power commonly acts. 
It is not the principle England herself 
adopted in India, or which she is at this 
moment adopting in Africa. To take all 
and give back nothing is the rule in such 
matters. 
Fortified by a closer alliance with Ger­ 
many. the Czar may come to the conclu­ 
sion that the time is approaching for an­ 
other forward move in the direction of 
British India. Meanwhile England is tell­ 
ing the natives they if they get up agita­ 
tion enough they may rale their own 
country and supplant their former con­ 
querors. Not by snch methods was India 
won and not by such methods will it be 
retained. At a time when flabby senti­ 
mentality appears to be predominant in 
Eoglish parties it would not be surprising 
if the Czar seat one of his legions a little 
further toward the heart of British power 
in India, ready to strike when a fitting mo­ 
ment comes. 
_______ 
Starving Nova Scotians. 
H a lifa x (N. S.), November 8th.—The re­ 
ported distress among the fishermen at 
Terence Bay and Lower Pospect, West Hali­ 
fax, is confirmed. Nearly half the popula­ 
tion in each village are on the brink of 
starvation, owing to the failure of the fish­ 
ing. There are twenty or thirty families in 
each place, numbering nearly 200 persons. 
They have consumed every scrap of food 
they could obtain. Provisions will haveto 
be sent them or many will perish. 
Canadian Uppertendom . 
C h ic a g o , November 8 th . — The Times' 
Ottawa, Ont., special ot the 7th says: In 
ignoring Minister of Finance Foster and 
his wife and excluding their names from 
the list of invited guests at Earnscliff to­ 
day, Lady Macdonald has decreed that the 
Minister of Finance and his Chicago di­ 
vorced bnde shall not walk in the paths of 
uppertendom in Canadian society. 
G eneral Cortina Dying. 
C ity o f M ex ic o , November 8 th .—T h e 
negro colonization bill passed the Senate 
yesterday. 
* General Cortina, once the terror of the 
frontier, is now dying. 
Spanish steamers will soon begin run­ 
ning from Cadiz to Mexico and the Argen­ 
tine Republic.

We present first a syl­ 
labus of the poiuts ruled upon, and next 
the full text of the opinion of the Court, 
which will be found of special interest : 
SYLLABUS. 
A proceeding in insolvency is pending in the 
Superior Court. It is by his creditors against 
A. Dennery. The Sheriff was appointed re­ 
ceiver pending proceedings. The wife of the 
insolvent, who had prior to the institution of 
proceedings, obtained judgment against him 
for money, and who had taken out an execu­ 
tion, moved the Court to order the Sheriff to 
sell the property of the imolveut notwith­ 
standing the lusolvency proceedings. 
On this issue the Court holds that a proceeding 
in insolvency vests the Court iu which it is 
pending with full power and jurisdiction to 
control the entire property aud estate of the 
insolvent 
That it would be Inconsistent 
with this power, and in contempt of the an 
thority of the Court, for an officer holding an 
executiou to proceed to enforce the same 
against the insolvent pending the proceed­ 
ings. That the assignee in bankruptcy must 
dispcse of the entire asi-ets, aud the Court 
I will distribuie the proceeds according to the 
equities of the several creditors. 
The motion is therefore denied.

That the in­ 
solvency Couit has jur sdiction over the credit­ 
ors and estate of the insolvent dt btor cannot be 
denied in the face of the Constitution, statute 
aud the curreut of the authorities, and the o l.1v 
question is one of procedure in the exercise of 
the jurisdiction given by the Constitution and 
the statute, aud ihis que*tiou is solved by Sec­ 
tion 187 of the Code oi Civil Procedure, which

was insolvent; that she knew it; that at the 
time the complaint was filed the plaintiff pro­ 
cured an attachment to issue in the action; that 
it was not delivered to the 8heriff for service; 
that it was not intended to be served when pro­ 
cured. but was intended to be the means of pre­ 
venting the fact that the suit had been com­ 
menced from being made public: that the sum­ 
mons was no. served by tne Sheriff: that the 
judgment was suffered bv the defendant, and 
procured by the plaintiff with the intent to 
evade the provisions of the Insolvent Act, and 
of transferring all of his property to the posses­ 
sion of plaintiff; ai d other circumstances are 
averred in tin* petit.on tending tj show fraud 
and collusion between the parties If the aver­ 
ments of the petition are true, then the judg­ 
ment aud execution are a fraud upon the oihtr 
creditors of the defendant, and for the purpose 
of the decision of this motion the Court must 
assume them to be true. 
But the counsel lor the plaintiff attacks the 
jurisdiction of the Court to make and enforce 
those orders in the course of the proceedings in 
insolvency: but the position of counsel caunot 
be sustained. 
The constitution and Code of Civil Procedure 
vest original jurisdiction in the superior Courts 
"of proceedings in insolvency:” (Constitution, 
Article VI., Section 5; C. C. P. 76) and the juris­ 
diction of the Court attaches in cases of invol­ 
untary insolvency when the petition properly 
verified is filed, and served, with a c py of the 
order to show cause, upon the insolvent debtor 
(Luhrsvs. Kelly, 67 Cal. 289; Arnold vs. Kahn, 
67 Cal. 472); and all the creditors of the insolvent, 
as well the secured as the unsecured, become 
and are, by Virtue o£ the insolvency, parties to 
the proceedings; and they and their debts are 
brought under the jurisdiction and control of 
the Insolvent Court; and su h jurisdiction aud 
control exist and may be eniorced 
well before 
as after the proof of debts. This doctrine is 
sustained by numerous and well-considered 
cases, among which are the cases of P. Phelps 
vs. Selleck, 8 N. B. R., 590; Watson vs. The Citi­ 
zens’ Savings Bank, 11 N. B. R. 161, and Goodail 
vs. Tuttle, 7 N. B. R. 198, and M aidi vs. Arm­ 
strong, 11 N. B. R. 125. 
Then the plaintiff as a creditor i-a party to 
the insolvency proceedings All the property 
of the insolvent debtor except such as ia exempt 
from execution vests in the assignee by tfie 
assignment (Insolvent Act, Section 17); and the 
assignee is required to take possession of all 
such property except as is exempt from execu­ 
tion, and he may redeem all incumbered prop­ 
erty from valid liens and sell the property under 
the older of the Court, (-'ection 21), and in 
case he fails to redeem, and there is 
no agreement between him and the creditor 
where the property is worth less than the debt, 
then the property shou d be transferí ed iu 
satisfaction to the extent of its value, or if ;he 
prop rty is wor h more than the debt and the 
creditor paid the excels, then the assignee 
should release the property to the creditor; but 
if uo agreement, then the Court must direct a 
sale according to Section 44, and when the prop­ 
erty is reduced to money it mus. be d st ibuted, 
first according to priorities, and secondly, to the 
general creditors pro rala. It follows from these 
and other provisions of the Act that the Court 
has full jurisdiction to administer the estate 
and to determine the validity and extent of all 
liens, 'ihe Supreme Court, in the case of Tafts 
vs. Manlove, 14 Cal 52, said: “It is observable 
that the statute contemplates the double pur­ 
pose of discharging the debtor and of distrib­ 
uting the assets among his creditors. He is 
allowed too, by the statute, a provision out of 
the property. The Court having jurisdiction of 
the subject ha* control over the estate as a por­ 
tion of the subject of its litigation. The whole 
property of the bankrupt may be considered as 
in its custody and within its control. The pro­ 
ceedings at least in its preliminary stages is 
more in the nature of a proceeding in rem tha • 
in personam." And in line with the p rinciple 
here announced, the Court in considering the 
extent of jurisdiction of the United Sta es Bank­

The question as to the jurisdic­ 
tion of the bankrupt* y Court to ascertain aud 
determine the validity and extent of the liens 
snd to decree a sale of real property in sativfac- 
tion in summary proceedings in bankruptcy wes 
invc lved and determined iu favor of the juris- 
j diction in that case. And iu ex paite (Foster *2, 
Mory 140) the great equity Judge, Story, in de­ 
' livering the opinion of the Court, said : “ I lay 
it down as a general principle that the District 
Court is possessed of the fu l jurisdiction of a 
Court of equity over th“ whole subject matter 
which arises in bankruptcy, and is authorized 
by summary proceedings to administer ali the 
relief which a Court of equity could adminis­ 
ter upon a regular 
till 
and 
regular 
proceedings instituted by competent par­ 
ties.” The same principle was anuouocea by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, the 
same learned Judge delivering the opinion, in 
ex parte Christy, 3 How. 321: and upon many 
other occasio s the same principle has been 
acted upon by other Courts. 
Russell vs. 
Chfathsra, S S. M.r 708: Bill vs. Beckwith, 2 N. 
B R.. 241. In Stewart vs Hines, 6 N. B. R., 420. 
the Court decided that the commencement of 
prcceediugs in insolvency by virtue of law 
supersedes all process in tlic hands of the offi­ 
cers of other Courts, aud that ail claims against 
the bankrupt's property can only be enforced in 
the Court of Bankruptcy during the pendency 
, of the proceedings; and iu in re Kirkland, 10 
j Blotch. 51s, the Bankruptcy court adjudicated 
i the question of a mortgage lieu and decreed a 
j sale of the incumbered property; 
in reüal- 
I lory, 6 N. B. R.. 22. the Court in the insolvency 
i proceedings enjoined the Sheriff from making 
; sale tinder c-xee'it ion levied before the adiudi- 
cation in bankruptcy; and the sameprocetdings 
| were had in Samson vs. Burton, 4 N. B. R., i; 
! in Samsou vs Burton, 6 N. tí. R . 403; in Sam- 
j son vs. Lake, 6 N. B. R , 410, aud in McLean vs. 
I Buckingham, 3 McLean, 185. So it was he’d in 
j re Devon. 16 N. B. R , 56, that the Bankruptcy 
Court had exclusive jurisdiction to determine 
the validity of a moitgage lien aud decree a 
sale of the incumbered property in satisfaction 
of it. So it wta decided ffu the case of in re 
Philo R. ^abin, 18 N. B. R., 151. So in re Hol­ 
land. 12 N. B. R , 4» 6, which was an involuntary 
proceeding in bankruptcy, the « ourt restrained 
a party from disposing of or trarsferring 
prop-ertv which 
bad been 
fraudulently 
transferred 
to 
him 
by the Insolvent 
debtor. But it was claimed at the argument 
that the case of Marshall vs. Knox, 5N. B. R., 


appointed 
by the usage oi Couits ot equity. Ami there­ 
upon the appointment, oath, undertaking and 
powers of such receiver sh*l . in all respects, be 
regulated by the general laws of the Slate ap- 
1 licab e to receivers.” It follows, thcrefuie, 
that section 568 ot the Code oi Civil Procedure 
is applicable to proceedings in insolvency, aud 
it provides that “the receiver has, uudt-r the 
control of the t ourt, power to bring and defend 
actions in his own name, as receiver; to fake 
and keep po.sscssi/ai of the property; to receive 
rent*, collect debts, oomjMjund lor and com­ 
promise 
the same, to 
make transfers 
and generdily to do such acts respect­ 
ing the property as the Court may authorize.’' 
These statutory provisions confers the same 
jurisdiction upon£the Court of insolvency to 
take and keep possession of proper.y that is 
conferred upon a court of equity. The prin­ 
ciple upon which Courts ot equity act iu ap­ 
pointing receivers is well stated iu 2 Story 
Equi y Jurisprudence. Section 829, thire : “ The 
appointment of a receiver, wheu directed, is 
made for the beuefit and on behalf oi ail the 
parties in interest, aud not lor the beuefit of the 
plaintiff or of the defendant only. It may be 
g.anted in any casaof equitable property upon 
suitable circumstances. And where there are 
creditors, annuitants aud others, some of 
whom are creditois at law claiming under judg­ 
ments, and others are creditors claiming upon 
equitable debts, if tbe property be of such a na­ 
ture tnat if legal it may be taken iu execution, 
it may, if equitably, be put iuto the possession 
of a leceiver, to hold the same and apply ihe 
profits, under the direction of the Court, for the 
benefit of all the parties according to thtir re­ 
spective rights aud priorities. The ?ame rule 
applies to cases where the property is legal, and 
juogment creditor' have taken possession of it 
under a writ oi eligit; lor it is competent for the 
Court to appoint a receiver for annuitants aud 
eq: itaVJe creditors, not disturbing the just 
B 
rior rights of any ol the judgment credi ors. 
euee the appointment of receiver in cases of 
this .sort is often < ailed an equitable execution.’’ 
The difference between a i ommou law writ of 
digit and an execution.is, that under the former 
the possession of real properly is taken and 
held until the rents aud profits pay* the debt; 
but under the latter the title to the property 
may be sold iu satisfaction of the debt. And a 
Sheriff may be required to turn over to the re­ 
ceiver nppoinud by a Court of equity or In­ 
solvency Court, property levied upon by him 
uuder an executiou or writ of atiachment; but 
the receiver hold the property subject to the 
lien of the levy if a lieu exists, or if the prop­ 
erty is sold by tbe receiver under the order of 
Court, the lien, if valid, attaches to the pro­ 
ceed*. (You Koun vs. The Superior Court. 58 
Cal. 399; Becker vs. Torrance, 31 N. Y. 641; 
Davenport vs. Kelley, 42 N. Y. 193 ) 
And tbe 
powers of the Receiver appointed in involun­ 
tary proceeding in insolvency is not suspended 
during an appeal (In re Ihe Real Estate A?soeia- 
tion, 58 Cal. 356.1 Iu the case of ex parte Cohn 
& Jones, 5 Cal. 496. the t ourt said: “Courts of 
equity unquestionably have the power to ap­ 
point receivers, and to order them to take pos­ 
session of the property in controversy, whether 
iu the immediate possession of the defendant or 
his agent, aud in proper cases they can also 
order the defendant’s agents orem p ojees, al­ 
though not parties to the record, to deliver the 
specific property to the receiver. This power 
does not conflict with the provisions of law' 
which provide^ that no man shall be deprived 
ot his property without due process of law. 
The surrender to the receiver does not affect 
the right of property or the ultimate decreiou 
of the case any more than does the 
levy of an attachment. The design is to secure 
the property so that it may be handed over to 
the party who shall be adjudged entitled to its 
possession.” The principle involved iu ex parte 
Cohen A Jones is approved in High on Receiv­ 
ers, Section 144, and the learned author adds: 
“And the order fi r the surrender of the prop­ 
erty to the receiver may, if necessary, be en­ 
forced by pr< eess of attachm ent.” And in Sec­ 
tion 4 of the same author the principle is stated 
th at: “A Court of equity, by us order appoint­ 
ing a receiver, takes the entire sut j ct matter 
of the litigation out of the con;rol of the parties 
and into its own hands, and ultimately disposes 
of all questions, legal or equitable, growing oat 
of the proceeding. And tne possession of the 
receiver being the possession of the Court ap­ 
pointing him, any attempt to disturb such pos­ 
session wi til out leave of the Court may be 
treated as a contempt of Court, and punished 
accordingly.” (High on Receivers, Sections 
163,361,165 ) The remedy of a party who claims 
an adverse interest in tlie property is stated in 
2 Story Equity Jurisprudence, Section 833, 
where he says : “ in the next place, when such 
a receiver is in possession, under the process or 
authority of the Court, in execution « fa decree 
or decretal order, his possession is rot to be dis­ 
turbed. even by au eject.rent under an ad­ 
verse title, without leave of the Court. For 
his possession is deemed the possession of

the Court, and the Court wi l not permit 
itself to be a suitor in aCourt of law. 
The proper aud usual made, adopted under 
such circumstances, is for the party claiming 
an adverse interest to apply to the Court to be 
permitted to come in aud be examined pro in- 
teresse mo. He is then allowed to go before the 
master and to state his title, upon which he 
may. in the fir-t instance, have the judgment of 
the master, aud ultimately, if necessary, that of 
the Court.” It seems to be well settled that 
when a party maims a right to or lien upon 
property in the hauds of a receiver, he must ap­ 
ply to the Court woo appointed the receiver 
either for leave to sue him or for relief, and the 
Court will grant the one or the other, as justice 
m ayrequiie. (High on Beceiveis, Section 129­ 
150.)It was contended at the areument that the 
case of ex pa*te Holiis, 59 Cal., 405. was opposed 
to the jurisdiction of tbe Court to appoint a re­ 
ceiver over the property of the defendant in 
this case which had been levied upou under 
plaintiff’s execution; but it is not so. In that 
case the legal title and adverse posses-ion was 
in Hollis. He was not a party to the insolvency 
proceeding. But in th ;s case the legal tit e is 
in tbe insolvent, and the plaintiff, as a creditor, 
is a party to the insolvency proceedings, and it 
was assumed in thatcase that i' Hollis had been 
a party to the proceedings or an officer of the 
Court, that the Court would have had the au­ 
thority to take possession of the property 
through a receiver. The Court had in this case 
to appoint the receiver and take possession of 
the property through him, for three reasons : 
First—Legal ritle to the property is iu the in­ 
solvent, even «hough there may be a lien there­ 
on under the levy of the execution, and hence 
the jurisdiction of the Court. 
Fecoud—The plaintiff, as a creditor, is a party 
to the insolvency proceedings, and therefore 
within the jurisdiction of the Court. And 
Third—The property was in the possession of 
the Sheriff, an officer of the Court, under its pro­ 
cess. and the Court has power to control its pro­ 
cess aud the acts of its officers under it. These 
prop sitlons are sustained by the authorities re­ 
ferred to in th s opinion. 
It the Court ha« n. t tne power to take and 
preserve this property, pending the proceedings 
to determiue whetbe ihe defendant is inso v­ 
ent within the meani g of the Insolvent Act, 
and whether the executiou is fraudulent, then, 
indeed, its process may be used t«> consummate 
a fraud; aud then, in that event, the Court and 
its process may be s^id to be potential for evil 
and powerless for good. But such a result 
would be a reproach to the administration of 
the law. and I am not willing to concede such a 
reproach, aud therefore the motion of t« e 
plaintiff isdenied. Let sn order be entered ac­ 
cordingly.
